In our correspondence column of last 
week and to-day appear two letters 
from Samuel, Samuel & Co., of London, 
agents of the Japanese Government for 
the sale of Formosan camphor. The 
writers take exception to the state- 
ments contained in certain editorials 
appearing in this paper February 3 and 
10, as reflecting unjustly upon the busi- 
ness methods of their house. We take 
pleasure in publishing these letters, for 
it is very far from the province of this 
paper to do more than to lay facts be- 
fore its readers, without fear or favor, 
and we would not knowingly do an in- 
justice to any one. We think how- 
ever, that Messrs, Samuel, Samuel & 
Co. have not grasped the spirit of our 
remarks when they apply the same so 
directly to themselves, and lest there 
be any further misunderstanding, we 
deem it wise and right to go into the 
matter again and possibly make clearer 
the meaning intended to be conveyed in 
the offending paragraphs. Under the 
eaption, “Impending Changes in Cam- 
phor Distribution,’ appeared an article 
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in our issue of February 3, from which 
the following paragraph has_ been 
culled: 

“They representatives) 
found out a great many things which 
surprised them, probably not the least 
striking of which was the stiff price man- 
ufacturing consumers had to pay for the 
gum, prices which were strangely out of 
proportion to those paid the monopoly by 
the selling agents.’’ 

To this Messrs. Samuel, Samuel & 
Co, reply that the prices at which sales 
were made by them through their 
sub-agents were at all times those au- 
thorized by the Government and that 
they were neither permitted nor had 
they attempted to sell above the offi- 
cial limit. 

We would not for a moment doubt 
any statement made by a house of such 
standing, and we accept what they 
have written in these two letters as 
beyond question, but without being the 
least paradoxical, the facts iterated in 
the above paragraph are likewise true. 
The Japanese representatives did find 
out many things which surprised them, 
and the prices paid by the manufactur- 
ing consumers were out of proportion 
to those paid the monopoly by the sell- 
ing agents. It should be remembered, 
however, that the manufacturing con- 
sumers were not then permitted to buy 
their supplies direct, that they had no 
dealings with the selling agents for 
Japan, and that therefore the latter 
were not responsible if the prices paid 
by the consumers happened to be out of 
all proportion to the initial cost of the 
gum. We might remark here, that owing 
to the protests made by the larger con- 
sumers to Japanese emissaries in this 
country the privilege of dealing direct 
with the selling agents was later accord- 
ed them and that thereafter there was 
no cause for complaint in this respect. 
We thought we had made this clear in 
the two succeeding paragraphs of the 
same editorial. From the second article 
headed, ‘‘New Selling Agents for Cam- 
phor,”’ which appeared in our issue of 
February 10, Samuel, Samuel & Co. 
quote:

Again our correspondents have fallen 
into the error of supposing that we 
thought them guilty of a breach of 
good faith, that they had any interest 
in the resale of the goods or that they 
had created a monopoly within a mo-

The number of importers privileged to 
buy direct from the selling agents was 
limited that competition was _ re- 
duced to a minimum, and it was com- 
paratively easy to fix the price of cam- 
phor to the manufacturing consumers 
and the smaller distributing trade; in 
this was a monopoly created 
within a monopoly, and the price of 
camphor was run up. But this unde- 
sirable state of affairs was likewise 
remedied by the extension of the buy- 
ing after the visit of the 
Japanese commissioners referred to. 

Still another paragraph, quoted by 
Samuel Samuel & Co., reads:— 

“Samuels thought their agent in New 
York offered camphor for delivery after 
March and intimated that the story of 
Mitsui’s appointment might be taken with 
a grain of salt.”’

“Tt would not be an unfair assumption 
either, to suppose the camphor is a parcel 
of reserve stock of their own which they 
are naturally anxious to dispose of be- 
fore they may cease to be a factor in 
the industry.” 

This refers to a conjecture that the 
status cf the Mitsui house having been 
established beyond a per adventure, 
Samuel Samuel & Co., whose otticial 
relutions with Japan in the distribution 
o£ camphor, would cease after March 
Sl, had some stock of camphor upon 
which they could draw to meet obliga- 
tions after the date named. In reply 
they say:— 

“Being in direct opposition to the con- 
ditions of our contract with the govern- 
ment, we have at no time held stocks of 
camphor and are therefore not in a posi- 
tion to dispose of a surplus.” 

Since Messrs. Samuel Samuel & Co. 
say so, we must frankly admit that our 
surmise must have been incorrect. But 
it was merely a surmise, which, all the 
facts considered, seemed most plausi- 
ble at the time, and in making it we 
were entirely unaware that, whether 
correct or incorrect, it could in any 
way work an injustice to the firm. We 
would call the attention of our 
correspondent and others to the ex- 
treme reticence of the Samuel repre- 
sentatives upon the subject. Though 
we urged them to do so, they declined 
to cast any light whatsoever upon the 
matter, and we were left to draw nat- 
ural conclusions from the premises, 
based on current gossip. 

To this reply of ours to the letters 
of Messrs. Samuel Samuel & Co. we 
may also add that we have been at all 
times particularly cautious in our state- 
ments, and that our authorities have 
been unquestionable. But for the breach 
of confidence which such publication 
would entail, we should only be 
glad to make them public.

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COTTONSEED PRODUCTS IN 
CHINA. 


We print on another page an inter- 
esting report on the cottonseed prod- 
ucts industry of China. from Deputy 
Consul-General W. Roderick Dorsey, 
of Shanghai. In view of the progress 
of the native cotton growing industry 
in that country the statements of Mr. 
Dorsey are timely and should prove 
more or less interesting. 

The Chinese for some time have been 
making strenuous efforts to develop 
and improve the growth of the staple, 
which to a nation like themselves, of 
such enormous population and using 
cotton cloth as a chief material for 
raiment, means a very great deal com- 
mercially. There has also been a rapid- 
ly growing tendency on the part of 
China to make itself independent as 
far as possible of the foreign markets, 
and their success has been shown in 
an increasing output not only of cot- 
ton, but of wheat, flour and manu- 
factures of iron and steel. 

Mr. Dorsey remarks pointedly upon 
the failure or indifference of American 
manufacturers of machinery to provide 
suitable hullers and of the substitu- 
tion of machines purchased in this 
country for others of European make.

conditions prevailing in the far East, 
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according to consular reports, have not 
been successful. From all accounts 
the number of cottonseed oil mills is 
rapidly increasing and Americans are 
making no effort to capture the mar- 
ket for machinery which has been di- 
verted to foreign and native sources. 
The consul advises that there are ten 
cottonseed oil mills between Shanghai, 
Hankau and Tungchow, and that an 
export trade is done in refined oils, 
chiefly to Australia. Not alone is it 
smaller, but the Chinese seed is in- 
ferior to the American in quality, and 
brings only from $11 to $13 per ton. 
The Chinese are quite alive to the 
value of cottonseed hulls for fertilizing 
purposes, of which considerable quan- 
tities are consumed, though the price 
which the farmer pays of $2 would 
hardly prove enticing to the mill man 
here accustomed to about $7. Neither 
there seem much likelihood of 
American competition for cake at from 
$9 to $11 a ton, against our domestic 
price of from $23 to $24. Cottonseed 
cake, however, is apparently gaining 
in favor as a desirable fodder for Chi-

COTTONSEED PRODUCTS AP- 
PROPRIATIONS. 


The Department of Commerce and 
Labor has submitted to the House 
Committee on Appropriations its esti- 
mate of the funds necessary to con- 
tinue the work of the special agents 
abroad in the interest of American cot- 
ton products. This estimate, which is 
intended to cover among other things 
the expenses incidental to Special 
Agent Perkins, was figured at $40,000 
for the ensuing year. In addition to 
this the sum of $5,500 was asked for 
office expenses, including salaries for 
clerks and the expense of compiling, 
tabulating and publishing statistics. 

In view of the great importance of 
the work and the good that has al- 
ready been accomplished, the sum 
asked for was reasonable in the ex- 
treme. Yet an opinion seems to pre- 
vail in Congress that whenever the ex- 
ponents of a certain cause or industry 
ask for money they always ask for more 
than they require, and so the needed 
appropriation of $40,000 in this instance 
has been cut down to $35,000 and the 
extra sum for clerks and statistics was 
entirely ignored, It is indeed to be re- 
gretted that Congress, vested with the 
power of spending money, should take 
such a shortsighted view of things. 
Surely it does not think that the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, in 
this and in other instances, is actuated 
by the same spirit which prompts the 
native booth keepers of a Far Eastern 
bazaar to ask a price for an article 
five times as great as they are willing 
to accept; if so, they are not particu- 
larly complimentary to the Depart- 
ment nor is this economy good busi- 
ness for the nation whom Congress 
represents, 

The Department knows, and everyone 
even remotely connected with the cot- 
tonseed industry of this country knows, 
what great good has already resulted 
from the missionary work so far ac- 
complished, and that the money so 
judiciously expended in promoting 
American interests in foreign coun- 
tries will in due course be returned 
fourfold to the Treasury,

CHANGED CAMPHOR CONDI- 
TIONS. 


In connection with the changed con- 
ditions in the camphor industry, and in 
view of the letters on the subject and 
the answers thereto appearing in the 
columns of this issue, it might not be 
inopportune to point out that the new 
regime will be far different from the 


old. 


Formerly, before camphor reached the 
hands of the distributing trade in this 


country, it passed through those of the 
Monopoly Bureau of Japan and For- 
mosa, the selling agents of the Bureau, 
their sub-agents and the refiners, Un- 
der the new order of things the mo- 
nopoly will sell direct to the importers, 
the firm of Mitsui & Co., acting for 
them only, as a sort of clearing house, 
to take the orders, arrange all details 
of the sale and see that the contracts 
are properly executed, 


Whether the change will have a 
steadying effect upon the camphor 
market remains to be seen; with 
so little chance for manipulation 
under the watchful and _ jealous 
eyes of Japanese commissioners, ap- 
pointed to supervise the distribu- 


tion of the gum through the various 
chosen agencies, the danger of “cor- 
ners” is eliminated. But it must not be 
supposed that Japan in bringing about 
the change and deciding to deal di- 
rectly with her customers, has been ac- 
tuated by any philanthropic motives. 
She has done it for profit; to save the 
middlemen’s commissions; but she has 
also been forced to take the position 
she has from the fear that those 
in control outside of the Monopoly Bu- 
reau itself, might again advance prices 
to such an extent as would stimulate 
the spread of the Chinese and synthe- 
tic industries and encourage American 
plantations and lead to the adoption of 
substitutes.

Parsee merchants have a monopoly 
on the manufacture of camphor oil at 
Foochow, China, controlling seventeen 
distilleries, and export most of the 
product to India. 


The Politura Chemical Company, of 
St. Louis, has been incorporated with 
a capital of $20,000 by John H. 
Smithers, Dr, William P. Hill, Robert 
KE. Laidley and others. 


The Lippincott Glass Company’s fac- 
tory, Alexandria, Ind., has been placed 
in full operation. A big leak in the oil 
supply line caused the plant to be shut 
down for a few days recently. 


The American Smelting and Refin- 
ing Company, located at 71 Broadway, 
has leased floor space on the eighteenth 
floor of the City Investment Building, 
now in course of construction. 


Chas. H. Pascoe, who was recently 
appointed to represent the American 
Window Glass Company in New York 
city, has opened offices in the Wool 
Exchange building, West Broadway. 


A report from Gleason, Tenn., states 
that W. H. Williams and others are in- 
terested in organization of a company 
for manufacture of cottonseed oil and 
cottonseed products. The plant is to 
have an output of four or five tons 
daily. 


S. G. Rea and Mr, Emery H. Smith 
have formed a copartnership under the 
style of S. G. Rea & Co., to continue 
the barytes business formerly conduct- 
ed by Vivian Bond & Co. The office 
for the time being at the factory, 1-19 
Greenpoint avenue, Long Island City. 
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The fleet of sailing vessels which will 
operate from St. Johns, N. F., during 
the present year consists of 21 steamers 
carrying 3,580 men, a loss of three ves- 
sels and 355 men from last year’s fleet. 

Advices from Tuskegee, Ala., state 
that the Tuskegee Cotton Oil Com- 
pany will rebuild its plant that was 
destroyed by fire last October. The 
new plant will have a capacity of 
about thirty tons.

Attorneys for the creditors of the 
Salem Window Glass Company, of 
Salem, W. Va., have made application 
to declare the company a bankrupt. 
The company’s liabilities are said to 
be about $45,000, with assets of $30,000. 


Fire broke out recently at the Coffey- 
ville, Kan., Window Glass Company’s 
plant, for a time threatening the whole 
factory. Quick work on the part of 
the employes at the plant saved it from 
destruction. A leak in the tank caused 
the trouble. 


Johann Albert Busse, chemist and 
expert in many important suits, died 
last week at his residence, No, 104 
Bleecker street, in his seventy-third 
year. He was born in Germany and 
came to this country in 1869. He re- 
tired from active work twenty years 
ago. 


In preparation for the departure of 
the big Gloucester fishing fleet for the 
Newfoundland banks this week about 
150 Nova Scotia fisherman arrived at 
Rockport, Mass., last Monday, to help 
man the several vessels. About thirty 
schooners will participate in the expe- 
dition, 


Charleston, S. C., reports an improved 
trade outlook, with the Southern Rail- 
way and Atlantic Coast Line taking 
out 100 cars of fertilizer per day. Con- 
cern is already becoming manifest as 
to the ability of the railroads to handle 
what promises to be a heavy volume of 
business, 


The Executive Committee of the 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Club, of New 
York, has decided to postpone the 
110th meeting and dinner of the club, 
which in regular course would have 
been held on the 12th inst. Just as 
soon as the date is set the members 
will be duly notified. 


A tract comprising several hundred 
acres of land with a frontage on the 
Cooper River of 300 feet has been taken 
over by Charleston, 8S.

It is one of the 
best equipped of its kind west of Chi- 
cago, and has unusual trackage facili- 
ties. The company was organized five 
years ago by H. D. Condie, formerly of 
the Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company. 


The American Window Glass Com- 
pany is installing apparatus in the fac- 
tory at Hartford City, intended to 
eliminate serious injury to the men in 
taking down cylinders from the blow- 
ing machines. Previously this work 
has been done with iron hooks. The 
two tanks in this plant will be equipped 
with the device. Preparations to start 
the large tank there were completed 
during the past week. 

The Austrian State railways are 
about to reduce the tariff for the trans- 
port of raw oil when it is to be used as 
fuel in manufacturing establishments.

We beg to refer to the article appearing 
in your issue of the 10th February, headed 
“New Selling Agents for Camphor,’’ in 
which one or two statements are made 
that are misleading, and which we should 
like to correct. 

(1) You state that:— 

“It therefore became no difficult task to keep 
faith with the Japanese as to a limit price 
to importing houses and yet by creating a 
monopoly within a monopoly to run up the 
price of camphor to manufacturing consumers.’’ 


We, as agents for the Japanese govern- 
ment, created no monopoly within a mon- 
opoly. The prices at which our sales were 
made to the trade, were those authorized 
recognized by the authorities, and 
we had no interest whatever in the re- 
sale of the goods, neither did we share 
in any profits, each transaction, as far as 
we were concerned, being completed upon 
delivery of the goods to the original 
buyers. 

(2) That:— 

‘‘Samuels, through their agent in New York, 
offered camphor for delivery after March and 
intimated that the story of Mitsuis’ appoint- 
ment might be taken with a grain of salt.”’ 


No such allegation was made either by 
ourselves or our representative, as we did 
not possess any information regarding 
representations made by Messrs. Mitsul 
& Co,

reserve stock of their own which they are 
naturally anxious to dispose of before they 
may cease to be a factor in the industry.’’ 

Being in direct opposition to the con- 
ditions of our contract with the govern- 
ment, we have at no time held stocks of 
camphor and are therefore not in a po- 
sition to dispose of a surplus.

Hearing on New York State Paint 
Bill. 


COMMITTEE ON AGRICULTURE LISTENS 
TO ARGUMENTS BY REPRESENTATIVES 
OF THE PAINT MANUFACTURERS’ 
ASSOCIATION, THE NATIONAL 
PAINT, OIL AND VARNISH ASSO- 
CIATION AND OTHERS—A QUES- 
TION OF “CHEMICAL NAMES,” 
“TRADE NAMES” AND ‘‘COM- 
MERCIAL NAMES,” ETC. 


A hearing on Senator Fuller’s bill, No. 
362, entitled ‘‘An act to amend the agri- 
cultural law, in relation to preventing de- 
ception in the sale of paints,’’ was held 
before the Committee on Agriculture of 
the New York State Senate at Albany on 
Thursday last. 

Joseph P. Coughlin, an attorney, ap- 
peared in opposition to the bill and stated 
that he represented the Paint Manufac- 
turturers’ Association, the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association and 
the International Association of Master 
House Painters and Decorators. He 
stated that these associations had no ob- 
jection 4o a paint bill, if legislation on 
the subject was deemed necessary, but 
that they objected to the form in which 
it was presented in this bill, particularly 
to the provision which required that the 
constituents of a paint should be stated 
by their trade name. He claimed that 
several States, notably Minnesota, Iowa 
and North and South Dakota, had adopt- 
ed laws which permitted the use of the 
chemical names, and that the provision 
of the proposed New York law would 


necessitate a different set of labels for 
use in this State. He stated that car- 
bonate of lead was poisonous, while 


sulphate of lead was harmless, and that 
while white lead was really lead sulphate, 
it might also contain carbonate of lead, 
and that the use of the term ‘white 
lead’’ might therefore be misleading and 
that the only reason for introducing the 
provision requiring the use of trade names 
was because the National Lead Company, 
which controlled the white lead business 
of the country, wanted the term ‘white 
lead’’ used in all advertisments, which 
would enable it to take advantage of any 
good will created for the name by others. 
The word lithopene he said would also 
be misleading, as this was a chemical 
product containing sulphate of barium 
and sulphide of zinc in varying propor- 
tions, and which sold from 3 to 7% cents 
per pound, while a chemical statement 
of its components would show just how 
much of either was present. He also 
asked for a clause which would hold 
harmless from the provisions of the law 
stocks of paints in dealers’ hands bought 
previous to its enactment, and he offered 
as a substitute measure a bill which he 
said had been approved by the associa- 
tions he claimed to represent. 

Senator Fuller stated that the bill as 
originally drawn had a-provision exempt- 
ing stocks on hand, but that he had 
stricken it out as he believed that it 
opened the door to fraud, and inasmuch 
as the bill if passed would not go into 
effect until January 1, 1909, he thought it 
allowed sufficient time to dealers to work 
off their old stocks. 

There being no other speakers in oppo- 
sition to the bill Senator Fuller intro- 
duced John M. Peters, of the Matheson 
Lead Company, who appeared in _ its 
favor. 

Mr. Peters asked Mr. Coughlin by what 
authority he appeared for the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, and 
that gentleman replied that he appeared 
by authority of the attorneys for the as- 
sociation and by authority of resolutions 
it had adopted. 

Mr. Peters stated that Mr. Coughlin 
was evidently laboring under a misunder- 
standing, that the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association had no attorneys, 
and that he, as chairman of the Legislative 
Committee, was its only representative 
on this occasion. He stated further that 
under a resolution moved by Mr. E. W. 
Heath, chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Paint Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, which Mr. Coughlin did represent, 
and adopted at the convention of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Association 
held at Cincinanti in October, 1907, he was 
authorized to favor legislation in any 
State which conformed to the conference 
bill agreed upon by committees of the 
three organizations, which Mr. Coughlin 
had mentioned, There was no provision 
in that bill for exempting stocks, but he 
did not see that the association would 
object to such a provision if the legisla- 
tors thought it wise. At the same time 
he had no authority to commit the asso- 
ciation either way upon this point. 

Concerning the term “trade name’’ he 
said the conference bill provided that the 
label should “show the name’”’ of each 
ingredient, from which he thought it 
would be fair to conclude that either 
“trade” or “‘chemical’ name might have 
been in the minds of the committee, if it 
were not for the fact that in the same 
paragraph, where colors were referred to, 
the conference bill distinctly stated ‘‘trade 
name.”” As a member of the conference 
committee he could say that there was 
no discussion upon this point, but he had 
to assume that if ‘“‘trade’’ name were re- 
garded as fair for colors it was equally 
fair for white pigments. Mr. Peters 
stated that as corroders of lead his house 
was in favor of this bill, and also in favor 
of the use of trade names. He thought 
that Mr. Coughlin had not been happy 
in his selection of white iead as an illus- 
tration of the misleading character of 
trade names. In no text book or chem- 
istry or dictionary that he had ever been 
able to find. was there any other syno- 
nym of “white lead” than ‘‘carbonate”’ 
or “hydrated carbonate” of lead. Lead 
sulphate was no more a synonym of 
white lead than was lead nitrate or any 


other white salt of lead. Nor was the 
term “lead sulphate’’ chemically accu- 


rately descriptive of the article to which 
it was applied. He was in no way affil- 
iated with the National Lead Company, 
but he did not believe that the insertion 
of the term “‘trade name” had any such 
purpose as Mr. Coughlin ascribed to it. 
On the other hand he believed that the 
scheme for using chemical names had 
been planned chiefly with the idea of be- 
fogging the laymen, to whom the close 
resemblance of chemical names conveyed 
no distinction, whereas the difference in 
trade names was more easily understood. 
However, if the gentlemen who favored 
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chemical names really believed them bet- 


etr, why not print both on the label. 
Senator Fuller asked Mr. Coughlin if 
his clients would consent to such an 


amendment, and he replied that he was 
unable to say, but could inform the Sen- 
ator within twenty-four hours. 

The chairman of the committee stated 
that there were a number of hearings 
on hand, which would necessitate their 
cutting down the time allotted to this 
lil. 

Senator Fuller asked that Mr. Mac- 
Culloh and Mr. G. W. Thompson, of the 
National Lead Company, be allowed a 
little time, and the chair consented, 

Allan MacCulloh, attorney for the Na- 
tional Lead Company, said his clients ob- 
jected to the use of the term “trade 
name”’ in the bill as leading to compli- 
cations with trade-mark names, which 
might not be descriptive of the material 
but the use of which would be a compli- 
ance with the law. He recommended the 
use of the words ‘‘commercially accepted 
names,’’ and stated that all authorities 
gave to this term a wider application than 
to the term “trade name,’ and that it 
more clearly defined the names to be 
used, which, as he understood it, was the 
name commonly accepted by the trade as 
representing a certain article. He said 
the term “commercially pure’ was al- 
ready in use as applied to linseed oil, and 
that the word ‘‘commercially” had a well 
understood meaning. He stated that he 
would not take up the time of the com- 
mittee to discuss other points, but as 
suggested by the chair would submit a 
brief for its consideration. 

Mr. Thompson, chief chemist of _ the 
National Lead Company, said that there 
was more adulteration practiced in the 
manufacture of paints than in any other 
line of goods, and that he had with him 
a number of sample boards showing how 
the consumer was defrauded by the use of 
bad paints, but that he would not take 
up the time of the committee to exhibit 
them. He stated that Mr. Coughlin was 
in error in regard to the requirements of 
the laws of other States, and that in 
most instances the use of chemical names 


was not allowed by the commissioners, 
even if the laws themselves were not 
clear upon this point, He referred to 


the confusion which might result in many 
eases from the use of chemical names, 
but said that he would explain this more 
fully in a brief which he would submit 
to the committee. 

Daniel T. Holland, of Troy, represent- 
ing the Master House Painters and Dec- 
orators’ Association of the State, and 
also his local association, stated that the 
members of that organization were in 
favor of the bill, and that the term 
“commercially accented’’ would be satis- 
factory to them. The subject had been 
considered in detail by the master paint- 
ers and an honest paint law was desired 
by them. 

The hearing was then closed,

The Harper Case Continued. 
EVIDENCE FOR DEFENSE—PHYSICIANS 
TESTIFY THAT ARTICLES MADE BY 

HARPER ARE HARMLESS—DRUG 
GISTS TELL OF LARGE SALEPS—EX 
PERT CHEMIST'S TESTIMONY 

SCORES FOR DEFENDANT. 

Washington, March 6, 1908. 

The defense consumed practically all of 

the time in the third week of the trial of 


the test case under the pure food and 
drug law brought against Robert N. Har- 
per, a well known business man of this 
city and manufacturer of a proprietary 
medicine known as “Harper’s Cuforhed- 
ake Brane Fude.’’ The testimony pre- 
sented covered a broad field, including 


that of physicians, druggists and chem- 
ists and a large number of consumers of 
the preparation. The physicians testified 
that the article made by Harper was 
harmless and was composed of ingre- 
dients universally prescribed for head- 
ache by reputable members of the med- 
ical profession. The druggists testified to 
the large sales of Harper’s preparation 
and presented in evidence many hundred 
physicians’ prescriptions put up during 
ihe past year containing the same ingre- 
dients and in about the same _ propor- 
tions, The defense scored rather heavily 
against the government in the testimony 
of a chemist of high repute, who ex- 
plained that the test made by the govern- 
ment to determine the amount of alcohol 
in the preparation in question, and which 
appeared to show an important deficiency 
upon which one of the charges of mis- 
branding was based, would have made no 
such showing had the spirits been re- 
ported in terms of commercial alcohol in- 
stead of alcohol absolutum. The case 
will probably occupy several days next 
week, but a final verdict is expected not 
later than the 12th instant. 

Following the close of the report of the 
Harper case in the last issue of the Re- 
porter, the defense introduced the testi- 
mony of George W. Hurlebaus, a drug- 
gist engaged in business in this city for 
the past twenty-two years. The witness 
testified that the sales of the prepara- 
tion in question had been large, but 
when questioned as to whether it had 
produced any harmful effect on the pur- 
chasers, District Attorney Baker objected 
on the ground that the witness was not 
qualified as an expert. The court, how- 
ever, ruled that inasmuch as he was 
asked merely to state whether he had any 
personal knowledge on the subject, he 
might answer the question. The witness 
then stated that so far as his observation 
went, the preparation was entirely harm- 
less. The District Attorney then moved 
to strike out the answer, which resulted 
in an extended argument regarding the 
competency of a druggist or a lay witness 
to testify with regard to the deleterious 
effects of goods sold or consumed by 
them. In this connection Mr. Tucker, of 
counsel for the defense, said in part:— 


“As this whole question is of great impor 
tance and will soon come up in the case of 
the lay witnesses we shall offer, it may be as 
well to dispose of it now. I have here a case 
involving a prosecution by the Health Depart- 
ment of the City of New York against James 
Purdon, a tea dealer, who sold a certain brand 
of tea which the Health Department alleged 
was adulterated with certain unwholesome and 
harmful ingredients, and it sought under the 
statute in New York to obtain an injunction 
restraining that tea dealer from selling that 
harmful drug. The question finally went to 
the Court of Appeals of New York, which is 
the highest court of that State, and the court, 
after first considering the question of the 
circumstances under which an injunction would 


issue, then took up the question of the char- 
acter of the proof that was admissible. Your 
Honor observes that here we have the ques- 


tion of whether the statement of Mr. Harper 
on the label that this was a harmless drug 
or a non-poisonous drug was a false or true 
statement. In the New York case the issue 
was whether the adulterants used in this par- 
ticular brand of tea were harmful or dele- 
terious to human bodies. The Court said:— 

‘““*The case on the part of the plaintiff, the 
Health Department, was sought to be made 
out by the introduction of expert evidence 
alone, and this was to the effect that the use 
of the teas in question was deleterious and 
unwholesome. These opinions were based 
wholly upon theoretical knowledge of the na- 
ture and character of the substances used in 
adulteration and their supposed effect upon 
the human system when used in connection 
with the teas as a beverage. Many, if not all 
of them, testified that they never knew, neither 
had they heard of a case where the use of 
teas like those in question had proved injurious 
to the health of those using them. These 
opinions were undoubtedly competent to prove 
the subjeet of the issue, but they were cer- 
tainly of no greater value as evidence than the 
testimony of witnesses who had used the teas 
as to their practical effect upon the human 
system when imbihed as a beverage, and did 
not constitute conclusive evidence of the facts 
in issue. On the other hand, the evidence of 
the defendants tended strongly to show not 
only that all green teas were similarly adul- 
terated, but that their use as a beverage was 
ont thereby rendered unwholesome 

‘**\ number of dealers of long experience 
in the business of buying and selling teas had 
never heard of a case where the use of such 
teas had proved injurious to those using them 
One of the defendants had drank steadily and 
daily for a number of years of the teas in 
question and had discovered no injurious ef- 
fects therefrom. An expert of special char- 
acter for scientific attainments and learning 
was also called by the defense and testified 
that he drank of the tea in question and 
found it very palatable and followed by no ill 
effects and that he had carefully examined 
and analyzed samples of the tea, and, in his 
opinion, there was nothing injurious or un- 
wholesome in its use.’ 

‘‘Now, I say as a lawyer,’’ continued Mr 
Tucker, ‘‘that you cannot distinguish that 
case from the one here by the application of 
any sound principle of reasoning. Another 
thing—if we were arguing the case of the 
admissibility or non-admissibility of lay tes- 
timony, I would add this, that the physiclans 
who have testified in this case have uniformly 
stated that they could not determine, in a 
large majority of cases, certainly, whether 
a man was suffering from headache, except 
from his own statement. They could not de- 
termine whether he was cured of his head- 
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ache or relieved. Now, to allow a physician 
to testify as to whether or not, in his opinion, 
the headache was relieved or cured, and to 
exclude the source of the testimony—viz., the 
Statements of the patients themselves—is to 
exclude evidence of infinitely greater probative 











value than the testimony of a theorist, whose 
theory or whose opinion is based upon what 
the patient himself told him. It would vio- 
late every fundamental rule of evidence, it 
seems to me.”’ 

The Court thereupon stated that he 
would admit the testimony of the wit- 


ness Hurlebaus as to his own knowledge 
of the effect of the drug sold by him as 
a druggist. The examination of the wit-

The Court—Yes, it depended upon 
did not mark it of his own volition. 3 

Mr. Tucker—Now, I want to know from this 
witness whether he ever marks them, under 
any circumstances, as poison. 

Mr. Baker—I object to that 
that it is absolutely immaterial. 

Mr. Minor—I have it here, your Honor, He 
was asked:—‘‘When you sell antipyrine or 
acetanilid or caffeine or the three in combina- 
tion, do you or do you not mark the label 
‘Poison!’’’ After some discussion you per- 
mitted him to answer, and he answered:— 
“No, sir; we do not.’’ E 

The Court—And then, upon further examina- 
tion, what I have just referred to was 

out. 
Oe aker—Yes, and you struck that out, 

The Court—You may answer. 

(the pending question was read aloud by the 
stenographer.) 

A. I have not. 

Q. Is acetanilid sold by you at your store, 
and has it been sold by you at your store, 
during your experience as a druggist, over the 
counter promiscuously? 

Mr. Baker—I object to that as being 
ly immaterial. 

The Court—You may answer that. 

A. I sell it every day, promiscuously. 

Q. Why do you do that? 

Mr. Baker—I object to the question why he 
sells it as absolutely immaterial. I suppose 
he sells it for the dollar. 

A. I sell it because the people 
just the same as quinine or anything I 
Baker. It is in my line to sell what is 
called for; and I dispense it over the soda 
fountain when people call for it; and it is 
rarely that we look at the dollar as close as 
some people do. 

Mr. Baker—When the 
arguing the case I will 
om my objection. I say that why he 
is absolutely immaterial. 

After argument, the Court ordered the 
last answer of the witness stricken out 
as absolutely immaterial. 

The witness was subjected to a long 
cross-examination apparently designed to 
show that the Washington druggists sold 
many poisonous drugs without marking 
them with the word “‘poison,’’ but the 
witness insisted that he complied liter- 
ally with the provisions of the poison law 
of the District of Columbia, which was 
enacted three years ago. As to whether 
physicians’ prescriptions containing mor- 
phine were marked as “poison,” he said 
that it depended upon the orders of the 
physician, but in all cases the statute 
was carefully observed. In reply to a 
question by the District Attorney the 
witness said that he hud never had cus- 
tomers for Harper’s preparation who 
were in any sense addicted to it. Some 
used it regularly for headache but only 
at considerable intervals, buying  per- 
haps a single ounce and a half bottle in 
the course of a month. 

William C. Carter, a commission mer- 
chane of this city, was then called as a 
lay witness to testify regarding his use 
of Harper’s preparation and its effect 
upon him. he District Attorney ob- 
jected to the testimony of the witness 
on the ground that he sere See 7 

ently as to whether e medicine 
east Mr. Tuck- 
er insisted that the witness was com- 
petent and that the testimony of lay wit- 
nesses on the point at issue was proper 
and of great fmportance. In this 
nection he said:— 

“The government asserts that the defendant's 
statement that this drug is a cure for headache 
is ‘false and misleading.’ It says that our 
statement that this drug is a harmless relief 
is false. Now, in making up the issue, the 
uestion is not as to the medical meaning of 
the word ‘cure’; it is as to what the jury 
understands by the word ‘cure’; that is all. 
What do the common people of this community 
understand by the word ‘cure’? Our conten- 
tion is that it means something that subdues 
or removes the thing to which the drug is 
directed, namely, the headache; and if my 
headache is relieved or passes away by rea- 
son of taking that medicine the headache is 
cured. Now, we say that any man who has 
faken this preparation and says that the ef- 
fect of this has been to remove his headache 
is a competent witness under the New York 
decision and under every rule of evidence. I 
will say frankly that I expect this witness to 
testify that by taking this preparation his 
headache was removed and went away, and 
1 will also say that I intend to follow that 
up by asking whether it produced any harm, 
and I expect him to testify that it has never 
done him any harm. That is the testimony, 
and if that is not within this issue then you 
cannot make up the issue.’’ 

After further argument the Court ruled 
upon the admission of lay testimony as 
to the curative powers of Harper's prep- 
aration as follows:— 

“T started out in this proposition against the 
defendant, as you know by the indications I 
gave you a day or two ago. I have listened 
carefully and have tried to disabuse my mind 
of eny previous ideas with regard to this 
quemion. I have attempted to digest all that 
has been said by either side, and I am still 
of the opinion that the evidence intended to be 
introduced of non-professional witnesses, as 
to the effect of the drug upon them, is not 
proper evidence under the issues we have in 
this case. I will let them state, if you desire 
it, although that is not necessary under the 
concession of counsel for the United States, 
that it stopped their headache, leaving the 
uestion as to whether it is a cure or not for 
final determination. But further than that, 
as to the effect of the drug upon them, I do 
not think it is proper evidence under the issues 
we have here, and will have to exclude it.’’ 


The defense took an exception to the 
Court's ruling, after which the witness 
testified that whenever he took the prep- 
aration it invariably cured his headache. 
A wrangle among counsel followed over 
the use of the word “cure,” but as it 
was the language of the witness it was 
permitted to stand. ; 

Charles E. Gross, a druggist of this 
city of twenty years’ experience, gave 
testimony similar to that of the witness 
Hurlebaus. He testified that between 
nine and ten per cent. of the physicians’ 
prescriptions filled in the current course 
of his business contained acetanilid, an- 
tipyrine and caffeine in various combi- 
nations. s 

L. H. Forster, a druggist in business in 
this city for the past thirteen years, also 
testified to selling considerable quantities 
of Harper’s preparation for neuralgia, 
headache, etc., which appeared to be satis- 
factory to his customers, He also testified 
that he sold acetanilid compound powder 
and a preparation containing seven parts 
acetanilid, two of bicarbonate of soda, 
and one of caffeine, usually administered 
in from five to ten grains as a dose. He 
also sold pure acetanilid. On cross-ex-

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amination the District Attorney inquived | A. It would not contain 30 per cent. of al- 


as to whether he had ever heard of any 
injurious effects from the sale of any 
drugs at his establishment, to which the 
witness replied in the negative. 

Paul Pierson, a druggist of seventeen 
years’ experience, testified to handling 
Harper’s preparation for ten or_ twelve 
years. During that time he had never 
heard of any harmful or injurious re- 
sults to the purchasers. He also testified 
to selling acetanilid in tablets and in 
powdered form. When asked by the Dis- 
trict Attorney as to whether he had ever 
heard of a case of a customer at his 
store experiencing injurious effects from 
any drug purchased there, he stated that 
on one occasion an attempt was made by 
a customer to commit suicide by taking 
laudanum. 

Willard §S. Richardson, a druggist of 
twenty-two years’ experience, testified 
that he had sold Harper’s preparation 
for ten years at the rate of about half 
a dozen bottles a week, but that he had 
never known of any injurious or harm- 
ful consequences to purchasers following 
its use. He also sold the various coal- 
tar drugs included in Harper’s formula, 
especially acetanilid, which he sold in 
both powdered and tablet form. The 
witness submitted a number of physicians’ 
prescriptions covering a recent period of 
ten days, which called for substantially 
the same ingredients as those embraced 
in the Harper prevaration. 

Dr. J. Preston Miller, a practicing physi- 
cian of Washington, testified that the 
Harper preparation might be regarded as 
a cure for headache and that the ingre- 
dients were used practically in the same 
combination by physicians. He did not 
regard acetanilid as a poison except in 
the sense that all medicines may be poi- 
sons if taken in excessive quantities. He 
gave the same answer with regard to the 
other ingredients, all of which he dif- 
ferentiated from the drugs commonly 
known as poisons, in which the range be- 
tween a medical and the lethal dose is 
very small, 

Herbert C. Easterday and Philip G. 
Affleck, druggists, testified to selling con- 
siderable quantities of Harper’s prepara- 
tion and stated that they had never 
heard of any ill effects therefrom. 

The defense then called a number of 
lay witnesses who testified that they had 
used the Harper preparation. These in- 
cluded John B. Larner, vice-president and 
general counsel of the Washington Loan 
and Trust Company; James S. McCarthy, 
an attorney; Robert C. Henderson, a 
building contractor; John H. Nelson, an 
assistant attorney to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission; John A. Heydler, sec- 
retary and treasurer of the National 
League of base ball clubs; Arthur E. 
Seymour, an official of the Census 
Bureau; Matthew P. Pollock, manager of 
a drayage and storage company; E. B. 
Sheetz, a confectioner; A. J. Stabler, a 
carriage manufacturer; George J. Muel- 
ler, a manufacturer, and Allen D. Albert, 
Jr., one of the editors of the Washing- 
ton Times. The testimony of all these 
witnesses was practically identical and 
was to the effect that they had taken the 
Harper preparation at various times dur- 
ing the several vears past, that it almost 
invariably cured headache and that they 
had never experienced any ill effects. 

The cross-examination of these wit- 
nesses failed to develop any points of in- 
terest. 

An important witness for the defense 
was John G. Hird, professor of chemistry 
and toxicology in the medical department 
of Georgetown Tiniversity and formerly 
chemist for the District of Columbia for 
about fourteen years as well as professor 
of chemistrv in the State Agricultural 
College of Maryland for six years. Mr. 
Tucker for the defense read to the wit- 
ness the testimony of Special Agent Ful- 
ler, of the Department of Agriculture, 
regarding the tests made by him to de- 
termine the amount of alcohol in the 
Harper preparation. The District At- 
torney objected to the testimony of the 
witness, but was overruled. Replving to 
the specific question as to whether the 
method pursued by Mr. Fuller “is or is 
not an exact method for reaching the 
quantity or proportion of alcohol in a 
preparation of this kind, and, if not, why 
not,”’ the witness said:— 


A. In answering that question I would state 
that whenever a work of that character is 
done in that way, by volume and not by 
weight, it is not exact, but approximate. It 
is a method which would be used for work 
of that character, but we would not expect 
to get an exact analysis. 

Q. Explain why A. Because of the fact 
that in measurements you have got to de- 
pend upon the eye to determine exactly when 
to stop your distillation; or, in other words, 
to determine exactly how much of a quantity 
of the substance you have got. It is not exact 
for that reason. In order to make it exact it 
should be welghed, But, as I say, the method 
is one which is in general use, where we want 
to obtain practical results, which are near 
enough for all practical purposes. In a case 
of this kind, however— 

Mr. Baker—I object to his arguing the case. 
He has answered the question. 

A. T am answering it. 

Mr. Tucker—I did not understand that it was 
an argument. There is nothing to show that 
he is arguing it, because you take the words 
out of his mouth when he has only begun a 
sentence 

Mr. Baker—Never mind; 
make his speech 

The Witness—I was going to state that. in 
the case of this particular preparation water, 
glycerine and alcohol were in the distillation, 
and the glycerine is volatile at the same tem- 
perature as water, and is volatilized with the 
water and alcohol to a certain extent, which 
would decrease the percentage of the alcohol 
under ordinary conditions Tt is, in other 
words, a very difficult matter to separate al- 
cohol and elyvcerine from each other. 

Ry Mr. Tucker:— 

©. Assume that in this preparation there was 
originally put 80 per cent. of aleohol. Would 
or would not a test such as has heen made 
here result in the separation of 30 per cent. of 
aleohol? 

Mr. Baker—T object to the question on the 
ground that it assumes facts which do not 
exist, so far as the evidence goes 

Mr. Tucker—It is charged that Mr. Harper 
in putting on the label the statement that he 
had 30 per cent. of alcoho! in this preparation 
made a false statement We propose to show 
that Mr. Harper put 30 per cent. of aleohol 
in this prenaration My question now is 
whether if 30 per cent. is nut in, and such a 
test as thie is made. whether it would show 
less than 30 per cent. of alcohol, and then IT 
want him to give his reasons. 

Mr. Raker—T object to it on the grovwnd that 
there is no evidence in this case that Mr. Har- 
per did put ir 30 per cent. of aleohol 

The Court—They say they propose to 
that.

By Mr. Tucker— 

Q. Why? A. Because, in the first place, al- 
cohol is 94.9 per cent., and not 100 per cent., 
unless you refer to a different substance known 
as absolute alcohol, and because of the fact 
that there would be certain evaporation, slight, 
which would probably bring the percentage 
down to somewhere in the neighborhood of 
28.4, I should say. 

Q. If you have finished that answer I want 
to ask what alcohol is, commercially speaking? 
A. Alcohol is ordinarily understood to be of 
the strength of 94.9 per cent. It is not 100 
per cent, 

Q. One hundred 
solute alcohol. 

Q. What is 
absolutum and 
commonly used? A. 
very nearly 5 per cent.; 
I remember rightly. In 
alcohol, generally speaking, is 95 per cent. 
Strength and absolute alcohol is as near 100 
per cent. as it is practically possible to get it 
for commercial purposes. 

Q. What is denominated as alcohol in 
United States Pharmacope@ia? A. It is 
per cent, 

Q. And what is denominated alcohol absolu- 
tum? <A. 1 don’t remember just what that is, 
It is 99 per cent. or over. 

Mr. Tucker—Your Honor has heretofore ruled 
that the Pharmacopeia is not admissible in 
evidence as original evidence. We have been 
talking about it throughout this case, and 
there have been various references to it. I 
want to show by the witness on the stand what 
the Pharmacope@ia states as to just what al- 
cohol is, and show the distinction between al- 
cohol and alcohol absolutum, so called.

Of course, 
I don't want you to state if you don't know. 
The Witness—Can I answer the question? 
The Court—If you have personal knowledge 

of the fact you may answer. 

The Witness—94.9 per cent. 

By Mr. Tucker:— 

Q. That is what is commonly known as al 
cohol? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. If a preparation contains 30 per cent. of 
alcohol, what per cent. of alcohol would be 
extracted when a test is made? A. 28.47 per 
cent. 

Q. Why is there that difference between the 
amount put in and the amount taken out? 
A. Because you make an allowance for the 
water, Only 94.9 per cent. of the 30 per cent 
would be reduced to 28.47 per cent. of absolute 
alcohol. 

Q._In making such a test as was made here 
by Mr. Fuller, as indicated by his answer, 
would there be any other loss of alcohol? A. 
There is liable to be some little loss by evap- 
eration during the process: but it is slight. 
From the testimony it does not, so far as I 
was able to ascertain, take into consideration 
whether or not he has distilled over any other 
substance than alcohol and water. He does 
not take into consideration the amount of 
glycerine or any other salt that may possibly 
have passed over. ; 

Q. Suppose he _ took 
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the expression is 
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over glycerine; what 
would be the result? A. If glycerine went over 
it would reduce the percentage of alcohol. 
Glycerine is much heavier than alcohol and 
practically 1 per cent. of glycerine would re- 
duce the percentage of alcohol about 2% per 
cent. " 

Q. Suppose the bottle containing the prepara- 
tion had not been quite full, but had contained 
the preparation up to the beginning of the 
neck of the bottle, leaving an air space above, 
and suppose also that the bottle had been im- 
perfectly corked so as to allow the admission 
of some slight amount of air, would that affect 
the result of a test, so far as the proportion of 
aleohol is concerned? 

Mr. Baker—I object to that. 

The Court—How could the jury take into 
consideration an answer that was wholly hypo- 
thetical if they had no evidence to sustain it? 

Mr. Tucker—They can take into consideration 
the possibility of error. 

The Court—I cannot sustain that question. 

Mr. Tucker—Your Honor sustains the objec- 
tion, and T note an exception. 

Q. What would be the other consideration 
entering into the making of such a test as has 
been testified to by Mr. Fuller. which might or 
might not affect the accuracy of the propor- 
tions or quantities of alcohol reported, as the 
result of the test? 

Mr. Raker—I object to that question unless 
he confines his answer to the question to his 
knowledge as a chemist. 

Q. You must confine your answer to this test 
as explained in his testimony hefore the 
court. A. TI don’t know of anything else than 
IT have already stated. 

By Mr. Tucker:— 

Q. Will or will not alcohol 
evaporate from a bottle 
dinarv cork? A. It will. 

Q. The amount of such evaporation will de- 
pend upon what considerations? A. It will 
depend upon the amount of air space in the 
bottle, and also upon the character of the 
cork, whether it is porous or not, and to 
what extent. and upon the question whether 
or not the bottle is sealed securely

The Court—The motion is overruled. 

By Mr. Tucker:— 

q. Have you made a chemical test of this 
preparation of Mr, Harper’s, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the quantity of alcohol in it? 
A. I have. 

Q. How 
made a test 
only. 

q. How many times did you make it? A, I 
made it twice on thie sample. 

Q. Your first determination was made upon 
what kind of a test? A. My first determination 
was made as a sort of a preliminary determina- 
tion and I used a comparatively small quantity. 
I used the method published and referred to by 
the bulletin of the Agricultural Department. 

Q. Did you or did you not use the same test 
as described by Mr. Fuller? <A. The same 
method as is described there. I found that I 
got 25.27 per cent. of alcohol; but on evapora- 
tion of my alcohol I found that it was not 
pure, and that it contained glycerin, and also 
a small amount of acetanilid, which had dis- 
tilled over with the alcohol. I then made an- 
other determination, in which I used a frac- 
tional distillation flask, and distilled very much 
more slowly than ordinarily, with the result 
that I eliminated a considerable quantity of 
the alcohol which had before distilled over, 
and it gave a result of 27.91 per cent. of 
alcohol, 

Q. Was that absolute alcohol? A. That was 
absolute aleohel; and I etill had a very slight 
residue, on evaporation; but as it was less than 
one-tenth of one per cent. I disregarded it. 

Q. Taking into consideration the amount of 
water in alcohol, and the result of your last 
test, which showed 27.91 per cent., within what 
percentage U. S. P. standard did you find in 
the preparation, as you analyzed it? A. I 
found that I came out within practically one 
half of one per cent. of the amount that should 
be there. 

The witness was asked as a toxicologist 
whether he regarded acetanilid as a poi- 
son, to which he replied that it would de- 
pend entirely upon the amount taken. He 
defined a poison as “anything which 
taken into or applied to or developed 
within the body, acting by its own in- 
herent qualities and not mechanically, 
uniformly produces death or impairment 
of the bodily functions.’’ He said that 
the term would not apply to a prepara- 
tion which produced ill effects in a per- 
son possessing idosyncrasies, as no rule 
could be framed covering such cases. 

On cross-examination, Professor Hird 
expressed the opinion that a gallon of 
Harper's Curforhedake might possibly be 
said to contain a “poisonous ingredient,"’ 
but on redirect examination he said that 
it would be poisonous only in the sense 
that practically every drug, if consumed 
in similar quantities, would be brougnt 
within the definition of a poison. 

The defense then introduced half a score 
additional lay witnesses, who testified to 
taking MHarper’s preparation, that it 
cured their headaches and that it pro- 
duced no deleterious effect. Several re- 
tail druggists also gave testimony along 
the lines of the evidence by Messrs. 
Ogram and Hurlebaus. 

Robert N. Harper, the defendant in the 
case. then took the stand. He stated that 
he was the president of the American 
National Bank and of the Chamber of 
Commerce of this city. He graduated 
from the Philadelphia College of Phar- 
macy in 188 and for eight or ten years 
was one of the Commissioners of Phar- 
macy for the District of Columbia. He 
was also at one time president of the Re- 
tail Druggists’ Association of Washing- 
ton. The witness detailed his experience 
as a chemist and druggist with Messrs. 
John Wyeth & Brother, of Philadelphia, 
and afterwards in his own _ establish- 
ments in this city. The manufacture of 
‘Harper's Cuforhedake”’ was begun 
about 1888 and during the past twenty 
years the witness stated that he esti- 
mated he had sold two million bottles of 
the standard size containing one and one- 
half ounces and retailing at 25 cents each, 
Before placing it on the market he made 
many tests of acetanilid and the other in- 
gredients on himself and other persons 
and read the literature then extant. He 
had since read more widely on the sub- 
ject as the coal-tar drugs became better 
known and were more voluminously 
treated by such experts as Hare and 
Wood. In all his experience he had never 
known his preparation to prove harmful 
or to have any unpleasant effect upon the 
human system. As a druggist the wit- 
ness said he had handled many prescrip- 
tions containing all the drugs in his 
preparation and providing a much larger 
dose of acetanilid. 

The court would not permit the witness 
to testify regarding a consultation which 
he had with the officials of the Agricul- 
tural Department at which he offered to 
make any desired changes in his label, 
carton and advertising literature, ap- 
parently on the ground that the Depart- 
ment did not take official action upon the 
application. By producing the notice re- 
ceived by Mr. Harper to present himself 
at the Department to give information 
regarding his preparation, counsel for the 
defense succeeded in getting into the rec- 
ord the fact that the conferences referred 
to took place, although the court would 
not permit any statement of the discus- 
sion between Mr. Harper and the officials 
referred to. 

At this point a discussion arose as to 
the competency as evidence in the case 
of the regulations prepared by the Pure 
Food and Drug Commission for the ex- 
ecution of the law. Upon the argument , 
of the demurrer the court refused to per- 
mit these regulations to be brought in, 
but during the examination of the de- 
fendant he modified this ruling, which 
enabled Mr, Tucker to score an important 
point for the defense by showing that 
subsection D of Regulation 28 specifically 
provided that ‘‘a statement of the maxi- 
mum quantity or proportion of any such 
substances present will meet the require- 
ments, provided the maximum stated 
does not vary materially from the aver- 
age quantity or proportion.’’ The de- 
fendant, Mr. Tucker insisted, had com- 
plied with this regulation to the very 
letter in that he had marked his prepara- 
tion as containing 30 per cent. of alcohol, 
when as a matter of fact it had occa- 
sionally contained slightly less than that 
amount and never more. 

The direct examination and cross-ex- 
amination of the defendant occupied sev- 
eral hours, but did not develop anything 
especially noteworthy. It is understood 
that after certain rebuttal testimony has 
been submitted, which will occupy but a 
short time, the court will take a recess 
until the 10th instant, when the case will 
be argued and submitted to the jury, A 
verdict is expected not later than the 
12th or 13th instant.

The turn of the month brought an 
improvement in demand for white and 
red lead and litharge and orange 
mineral. Withdrawals on contract in- 
cluded the principal trading. New 
business was also heavier, but orders 
were mostly for small lots. Manufac- 
turers were satisfied, however, and de- 
clared the outlook to be quite favor- 
able. The demand in this part of the 
country outside the city was mainly 
from the Eastern States, New England 
and the vicinity. The demand from 
points further south was disappointing, 
as buyers will not be able to ascer- 
tain what the season’s demand will be 
until business opens up to a larger ex- 
tent. Inquiries were consequently for 
small quantities. Zines were in much 
better demand, all descriptions being 
taken up more freely, especially Ger- 
man zines. This was conceded to be 
on account of another possible ad- 
vance in prices. When this increase 
does occur prices will probably be %c. 
to 4c. In colors buying interest was 
centered in bone black, consumers evi- 
dently being short on this description. 
The improvement in demand for this 
variety resulted in less inquiry for 
lamp and carbon blacks, but these 
descriptions remained firm at quota- 
tions. Other colors were only moder- 
ately active, no unusual business be- 
ing transacted in any variety. In the 
less important commodities the de- 
mand for putty was in excess of that 
for any other article. Both new busi- 
ness and withdrawals on _ contract 
were heavier than previously. Whit- 
ing was also more active and firmer. 
Other articles were steady at former 
quotations. Unusual conditions, which 
affected kauri grades principally, de- 
veloped in varnish gums. An extra- 
ordinary shortage in receipts at 
primary points and a continued light 
production brought about a firmer 
market. If there is no improvement 
in the situation prohibitive prices 
are likely to rule. Other gums were 
in better demand and generally 
steady. China wood oil was dull and 
easier. Complete reports of the linseed 
oil and naval stores market appear on 
pages 19 and 22, respectively. For a 
review of the Chicago seed and oil 
market see index to contents, page 21. 

White Lead, Zines, Btc. 


WHITE LEAD.—Continued improve- 
ment in demand was noticeable in 
white lead, a _ fair business being 
transacted in all descriptions. It was 
evident that consumers who had re- 
mained out of the market for so long 
a time past found their stocks pretty 
well exhausted by the light but steady 
consumption, and they were therefore 
forced to enter the market to a larger 
extent. While seasonable activity was 
lacking, the situation was improved 
enough to warrant expectations for 
real spring activity from now on. 
Prices were firmer but unchanged at 
5%@5%c. for dry lead in car lots, while 
smaller quantities brought 5%@6c. 
Lead in oil ruled steady on the basis 
of 6%@6%c., as to brand, for lots of 
500 pounds and over, in packages of 
100 pounds and upward. In lots of 
less than 500 pounds the usual advance 
of one-half cent is charged. English 
lead in oil remained unchanged at 
104%@10%c., ag to quantity. 

RED LEAD.—More inquiry was 
noticeable for red lead. The situation 
was still quiet, but manufacturers 
were well satisfied with the business 
that developed. They were not sv 
ready to sell at current prices as here- 
tofore, but there was no quotable 
change, all descriptions being main- 
tained at 6%@6%c., as to grade and 
quantity, with small packages 4@\c. 
higher. Imported grades were held at 
84@8%c., as to quality. 

LITHARGE.—Litharge continued in 
fair demand, there being quite a num- 
ber of withdrawals on contract, while 
new business was heavier than that 
ef the previous week. As the month 
advances the demand is expected to 
improve’ accordingly. Firm prices 
were repeated on the former basis of 
64@6%c., as to grade and quantity. 
Improved grades were steady at 84@ 
84ec., as to quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—A better de- 
mand for orange mineral was in evi- 
dence, all descriptions being taken up 
more fully than of late. New busi- 
ness consisted of small orders only, 
but there was more activity along this 
line withal. A steady undertone ruled 
as to prices, and these were again 
quoted at 84%4@8%c. for American, 10@ 
12c, for German and English, 12%@13c. 
for French, as to quantity, less the 
usual discount terms. 

ZINCS.—The turn of the month 
brought many buyers into the mar- 
ket for oxides of zinc, especially Ger- 
man brands, and an unusually geod 
business was transacted, as compared 
with recent’ trading. Spot stocks 
diminished perceptibly, and all arri- 
vals, which included several hundred 
casks, were required for immediate 
consumption. The principal cause for 
this increased activity was thought to 
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be due to the possibility of an ad- 
vance. There was no quotable change, 
but it was stated on authority that 
only a short time will elapse before 
higher prices must rule. It was rumored 
that an increase of from %c. to ec. 
will be recorded. American grades 
were also active, several additional 
contracts being filled, while new busi- 
ness was of greater proportions than 
for any week since the beginning of 
the year. French was only in moder- 
ate demand, consumers evidently being 
well enough supplied with previous 
purchases. All varieties were firmly 
held on the following basis:—American, 
544@5%c., as to grade and quantity. 
French red seal, 8%4@8%c.; green seal, 
104%4@10%c., less the usual discount, as 
to quantity. German brands (French 
process), 65@7c. for red seal, 74@7%c. 
for green seal, 77%,@8\c. for white seal, 
as to quantity, ex dock; from store, 
ec. additional. 

PIG LEAD.—There was a continued 
easy undertone to the local market 
for pig lead, owing to the lack of buy- 
ing interest. All deliveries were weak- 
er, but this did not result in lower 
prices. In some quarters as low as 
3.65c. was quoted, but no business was 
reported at that figure. Spot was gen- 
erally available at 3.70c. for round lots, 
with smaller quantities held at .05c. 
higher. March-April was held at 3.70c., 
and May-June at 3.75c. Export busi- 
ness was fair, a little less than 1,300 tons 
being shipped. Arrivals were much 
heavier than recently, receipts aggre- 
gating nearly 2,700 tons. The St. Louis 
market was much weaker, the absence 
of buyers from the market being an in- 
centive for sellers to offer at lower 
quotations. The market at the open- 
ing was steady at 3.65c. for Missouri, 
but later declined to 3.60c. No pur- 
chasers came forward at that price, 
however, and sellers again lowered their 
quotations, offering at 3.55¢c., but no 
business developed. Special brands 
were held at correspondingly higher 
figures. Another low record was es- 
tablished in the London market, fol- 
lowing further declines. The market 
opened firmer, at £13 17s. 6d. for soft 
Spanish, but this improvement was 
only temporary, and after a series of 
declines, £13 12s. 6d. was reached. A 
lack of demand was the principal fac- 
tor in depressing the market. Later 
the market recovered, and the price 
advanced to £13 lis. 

Dry Colors. 
BLACKS. 
Buying interest in blacks was diverted 
bone black during the past week, 
and considerably more business was 
transacted than for some time pre- 
vious. Supplies in the hands of con- 
sumers were evidently quite low, which 
resulted in larger orders. All grades of 
this description were firmer with the 
improvement in business, and it was 
impossible to shade quotations. There 
was a fair inquiry for lamp and car- 
bon black, but buying interest was not 
as keen as it had been. All descriptions 
remained firm at prevailing figures, 
however. Quotations were repeated as 
follows:—2@4c. for bone black, 6%@10c. 
for low grade carbon, 18@28c. for high 
grade carbon, 3%@8c. for American 
drop, 5@l5c. for English, 16@20c. for 
ivory, 4@6c. for commercial lamp, 7@ 
l5e. for refined, 9@20c. for calcined, 20 
@35c. for fine spirit, as to quality, 
quantity and terms of sale. 
BLUES. 

was a fair demand for all 
blues, but trading was still confined 
to deliveries on old contract. The ac- 
tive season is now close at hand, but 
buyers are slow in taking on additional 
quantities, and improvement along 
this line will develop shortly, it is 
thought. Prices and quotations were 
fully maintained at 4@6c. for celestial, 
31@33c. for Chinese, 18@25c. for Italian, 
31@33c. for milori, 29@31c. for Prussian, 
32@33c. for soluble, 34%@l5ic. for ultra- 
marine, according to quality, quantity 
and seller.

Prohibitive Prices May Rule on 


Kauri Gums. 


Importers and other sellers were decid- 
edly uneasy over the conditions that de- 
veloped in the varnish gum situation last 
week. A shortage of stocks of all grades 
of Kauri was the direct cause of bringing 
this about. The latest advices from pri- 
mary sources reported a diminution in re- 
ceipts of 125 tons during February, as 
compared with arrivals from producing 
districts during the same month of 1907. 

Receipts in the local market during the 
past week were practically nil, and with 
the improvement in demand, spot sup- 
plies decreased further. As a matter of 
fact little business was done for this 
time of the year, but sellers were in no 
position to meet enything like even mod- 
erate orders. From present indications, 
there is no relief in sight, and any ma- 
terial improvement in demand must nec- 
essarily send prices upward sharply. 

At this time the market may be con- 
sidered only technically stronger, owing 
to the lack of supplies, as there is really 
only a light demand and no change in 
prices. A much higher market appears 
to be inevitable, however, for several rea- 
sons. If the demand throughout the year 
is even 25 per cent, less than that of last 
year, the situation would be unaltered, 
owing to the enormous shortage of the 
past three months. Even if the produc- 
tion should increase during the coming 
months, and receipts should be as heavy 
as those during 1907, the fact that there 
has already been an unusual shortage

The forthcoming annual report of the 
Surgeon General of the Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service contains a large 
amount of interesting information with 
regard to the work of this important bu- 
reau during the past year, especially in 
connection with the supervision and _ in- 
spection of private establishments produc- 
ing vaccines and curative serums which 
were placed under federal control by the 
act of July 1, 1902. The bureau has also 
given much time to the examination of 
drugs, antiseptics and disinfectants and 
to research work in connection with the 
standardization of chemicals and other 
products contained in the United States 
Pharmacopeia, Following is an advance 
abstract of this interesting report:— 
SUPERVISION OF VACCINES AND CURA- 

TIVE SERUMS. 

The supervision of vaccine virus, serums and 
toxins, under the law of July 1, 1902, has been 
carefully maintained, and it may be said that 
the effect of this law has been excellent. Four- 
teen establishments in the United States, one 
in Germany, and one in England have been 
critically inspected, and given license by the 
Secretary of the Treasury to sell their products 
in the United States. The regulations require 
that each of these establishments shall be in- 
spected every year, precedent to the renewal of 
the license. The inspections are made by quali- 
fled officers of this service, who make reports 
upon blank forms, on which are itemized every 
feature of the establishments inspected, includ- 
ing the equipment, professional methods and the

These 
products are obtained at the establishment 
itself, but more frequently are bought in the 
open market and tested for purity and potency 
in the Hygeinic Laboratory. The reports on 
the laboratory investigation and from the 
inspecting officer are forwarded to the bureau, 
where they are reviewed by the bureau sani- 
tary board. 3ased upon these reports and the 
recommendation of the Surgeon General, the 
Secretary of the Treasury issues the license. 

Additional regulations have this year been 
issued to further insure the purity of vaccine 
virus by demanding bacteriological examination 
of every lot of vaccine collected at the vaccine 
farms; and establishing an official standard 
for use in measuring the dosage of tetanus 
antitoxin 

With the view of further insuring the 
of vaccine virus, the following additional 
lation was issued by the Secretary of 
Treasury, March 13, 1906:— 

= ch and every lot of vaccine virus shall 
be examined bacteriologically to determine its 
freedom from pathogenic micro-organisms, and 
a special examination must be made of each 
and every lot to determine the absence of 
tetanus. Detailed and permanent records of 
these examinations shall be kept.’’ 

This regulation insures the collection of evi- 
dence which will be of value to the inspector 
in making recommendations as to a renewal of 
licenses. 

Before the official adoption of this standard 
the tetanus antitoxic serums were weak and 
variable; now complete confidence may be 
placed in any such serums manufactured under 
the law of July 1, 1902, not only as to purity 
but as to potency. ; 

It becoming known to the bureau that State 
and municipal boards of health were = has- 
ing vaccines, serums, etc., under contract, said 
boards have been invited to send samples to 
the Hygienic Laboratory for examination to 
ascertain if these large lots are of the same 
purity and potency as samples purchased in 
open market, and a number of boards of 
health have already availed themselves of this 
offer. ; 

During the year certain lots of antidiphtheric 
serum of one firm were found to be lacking in 
potency. Their attention was called to this 
fact by the bureau, and the firm immediately 
recalled all the serum under their labora- 
tory numbers and expressed a determina- 
tion to prevent a recurrence of the low 
potency. Complaints were also received in 
the bureau that certain serums, after their 
period of potency had expired and after re- 
moval of the old labels had been rela- 
beled and these relabeled products placed on 
the market. The labels contain the date to 
which the serum fs guaranteed by the manu- 
facturer to retain its potency. In the trade it 
is customary to return the serum at this date 
and receive fresh serum in its stead. This 
complaint was referred to an inspector, who 
received assurance that such relabeling had 
heen discontinued Special attention will he 
paid to the prevention of a repetition of this 
violation of the regulations 

One foreign firm was found to be sending 
its products to the Tnited States without a 
license. They were notified of the necessity 
of a license and an inspection prior thereto 
They refused to permit an inspection, and 
accordingly the Secretary of the Treasury has 
directed the customs officers to refuse entry of 
any virus, serum or toxin applicable to the 
prevention and cure of the diseases of men 
the United States have been advised of this 
action, and that the sale of any of these 
manufactured by this firm Their agents in 
products in the United States is illegal. 

Tt will be seen that creat care is exercised in 
the enforcement of this law, which ts so essen- 
tial to insure purity and poteney of this most 
important class of therapeutic preparations. 

It was discovered in March, 1906, that the 
Rristol Laboratories, 500 Fifth avenue, New 
York, were selling so-called antisyphilitic serum 
in interstate traffic without a license. These 
laboratories were inspected February 7, 1905 
and after consideration of the inspector's report 
by the bureau sanitary board, and upon recom- 
mendation of the surgeon-general, a license 
was refused by the Secretary of the Treasury 

Notwithstanding this fact, the products of 
this firm were sold from time to time ifn inter- 
state traffic. Two samples, purchased on the 
open market in West Virginia and Pennsylva- 
nia during the spring of 1906 were, therefore 
forwarded to the Department of Justice, to- 
gether with the correspondence, bills and 
other evidence, with the request that the neces- 
sary action be taken to prosecute the offending 
parties 

With these exceptions, 
law has occurred, and the products offered on 
the market by the different manufacturers have 
heen very satisfactory.

One of the most important results of the op- 
eration of this law was the production of an 
accurate standard in this country for measur- 
ing the units in a given diphtheria antitoxic 
serum. This standar! was prepared in the 
Hygienic Laboratory and Incorporated as the 
official standard in the eighth decennial revision 
of the United States Pharmacopoeia. 

The necessity of @ similar standard 
measuring the dosage of tetanus antitoxin has 
long been recognized, as is shown by the fact 
that in Europe three separate standards are in 
use—a French standard devised by Roux, an 
Italian standard by Tizzoni and a German stand- 
ard by Behring In America there were as 
many different standards as there were manu- 
facturers of this important prophylactic The 
necessity for establishing uniformity the 
strength of this product in this is 
shown elsewhere in this report. 

Work upon this subject has been carried on 
in the Hygienic Laboratory for the past two 
years, with the result that a standard for 
measuring the strength of tetanus antitoxin 
has been devised. The standardization of this 
serum has, however, been a difficult problem, 
and a vast amount of highly technical work 
was devoted to its solution. The crux of the 
entire problem depended upon obtaining a 
stable tetanus toxin. This was successfully ac- 
complished by precipitation with ammonium 
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sulphate and preserving the dried poison in a 
special vacuum apparatus. This dried poison 
has shown no _ deterioration in seventeen 
months. The official unit which went into 
effect April 1, 1907, is based on the stable 
tetanus toxin prepared in the Hygienic Labora- 
tory. An amendment to the regulations pro- 
mulgated under the act of Congress approved 
July 1, 1902, was therefore prepared and is- 
sued by the Secretary of the Treasury as fol- 
lows :— 

“The immunity unit for measuring the 
strength of tetanus antitoxin shall be ten times 
the least quantity of antitetanic serum neces- 
sary to save the life of a 350-gram guinea pig 
for ninety-six hours against the official test 
dose of a standard toxin furnished by the 
Hygienic Laboratory of the Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service.’’ 

It is expected that further work of this char- 
acter will be carried on with other therapeutic 
serums which are now examined for purity, but 
for which no satisfactory standard of potency 
has as yet been devised. 

A special report to the director of the bureau 
made by, the chief of the division of pathology 
and bacteriology contains some interesting de- 
tails of the work done in the examination and 
standardization of serums and antitoxins, as 
follows:— 

“It is fully recognized that the present meth- 
xd of controlling the purity and potency of vac- 
cine virus, while it has given very good results 
so far, is not entirely satisfactory. The propa- 
gation of vaccine virus is encompassed with 
difficulties and demands the attention of an 
experienced and conscientious vaccinator. More 
frequent inspections and controlled laboratory 
analyses of every lot of vaccine virus sold 
would be desirable. Emphasis is given to this 
subject on account of its great public health 
importance. 


EXAMINATION OF ANTIDIPHTHERIC 


SERUM. 


“‘A large number of samples of antidiphtheric 
serum purchased upon the open market were 
examined during the year, but only four were 
found below strength; reports in regard to 
these were made to the bureau. Two samples 
submitted by a municipal board of health and 
examined by authority of the surgeon-general 
were found to be below the strength claimed 
for them. The infrequency of finding samples 
of serum below their claimed unit strength is 
especially gratifying, and shows very clearly 
the good effects of the Federal control of their 
great remedy. In order to have a more com- 
plete control over all antidiphtheric serum sold 
in interstate commerce it is believed that the 
manufacturesr should be required to submit to 
the laboratory a sample of each lot prepared 
for sale. 

“Examination of Other Therapeutic Serums.— 
A number of other serums used for therapeutic 
purposes were examined in the laboratory. 
Some samples obtained from a foreign manu- 
facturer desiring to be licensed were found to 
be contaminated. Samples submitted by the 
same manufacturer at a late date were found 
to contain an excessive amount of preservative. 
A report of these facts was made to the bu- 
reau. 

Standard Unit for Diphtheria Antitoxin.— 
The standard unit of diphtheria antitoxin was 
prepared and sent out at bi-mothly periods. 
This standard serum is now over two years 
old and has maintained its strength unim- 
paired. A reserve supply of this dried anti- 
toxic serum, carefully preserved in vacuum 
apparatuses, was placed in a local cold storage 
plant, so that is case of fire or other accident 
to the stock on hand in the laboratory the work 
could be continued without interruption. 


STANDARD UNIT FOR TETANUS ANTI- 
TOXIN. 


“Since the last annual report the standard 
unit for tetanus antitoxin has been prepared. 
Work upon this subject has occupied attention 
for several years. The unit is a dried anti- 
tetanic serum of a high grade and preserved in 
vacuum apparatuses under the influence of 
pentaphosphoric acid, in all respects similar to 
the standard unit for measuring the strength 
of diphtheria antitoxin. 

“The tetanus unit is the neutralizing power 
possessed by an arbitrary quantity of this 
standard serum. At present the unit has the 
power of neutralizing just 100 minimal lethal 
doses of a standard toxin which has been pre- 
pared in the division of pathology and bac- 
teriology. This toxin, precipitated with am- 
mounium sulphate, dried and ground to an 
impalpable powder, is sufficiently strong to 
keel a half-grown guinea pig in doses of 
0.000006 gram. This test does has been found 
to be sufficiently stable for practical purposes 
Tt has not deteriorated during the fifteen 
months during which it has been under obser- 
vation. The toxin and not the antitoxin is 
given to the licensed manufacturers and others 
interested for the purposes of standardization. 
This is a great saving of time and animals. 

“Based largely upon this work, the Com- 
mittee on the Standardization of Serums of the 
Society of American Bacteriologists made the 
following report, which was unanimously 
adopted :— 

‘“‘*That tetanus antitoxin be standardized by 
the tetanus toxin furnished by the Public 
Health and Marine Hospital Service. The unit 
is ten times the least amount of serum neces- 
sary to save the life of a 350-gram guinea pig 
for ninety-six hours against the official test 
dose of the standard toxin. The test dose is 
100 minimal lethal doses of a precipitated toxin 
preserved under special conditions at the 
hygienic laboratory of the Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service. It was decided that 
the minimal immunizing dose fora case of pos- 
sible infection through a wound should be 3,000 
of such units. It was decided that after April 
1 the new unit should be adopted by all pro- 
ducers of tetanus antitoxin.’ 

“The necessity for establishing an American 
unit to provide uniformity for this important 
prophylactic is evident from the following state- 
ment :—

“The great ‘Anau ‘~paney in the old system of 
measurement and the weakness of some of the 
serums upon the market is evident from the 
above figures.”’ 

The broad scope of the work of the bureau Is 
reflected in the summary presented by the 
director of the many lines of investigation pur- 
sued during the past year aside from the work 
incident to the control of serums and anti- 
toxins. He says in part:— 


EXAMINATION OF DRUGS AND CHEMI- 
CALS. 


Samples of drugs and chemicals used in the 
various hospital and quarantine stations of the 
service are first submitted by the purveyor to 
to the hygienic laboratory. where they are 
examined in the division of pharmacology or 
the division of chemistry. Some of these medi- 
cines, such as ergot, preparations of the supra- 
renal gland, ete., are tested by pharmacological 
methods upon animals; others are first assaved 
and then tested upon animals to determine 
their physiological strength; all are tested 
chemically for impurities or adulteration. 
When this work was first begun a large per- 
centage of the drugs submitted by the dealers 
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were rejected, as they did not comply with the 
wharmacopoeial standards. Now that it is 
known that this control is maintained over 
the drugs used by the service, a much better 
quality is submitted, so that rejections are 
now comparatively few. 


RELATIONS TO THE 


The work upon drugs and chemicals has 
brought the service into closer touch with 
the Pharmacopoeia. The chief of the division 
of pharmacology of the hygienic laboratory ts 
now a member of the committee of revision 
for that important legal standard work. The 
unit for standardizing the strength of diph- 
theria antitoxin made by the Public Health 
and Marine Hospital Service was recognized in 
the Eighth Decennial Revision, and it is 
anticipated to present the unit for standard- 
izing tetanus antitoxin for admission to the 
next decennial revision 

Much work is being done upon standardizing 
methods for measuring the physiological 
strength of organo-therapeutic preparations, 
such as the products of the suprarenal gland, the 
thyroid gland, etc., and it is belleved that this 
work will do much to establish uniformity in 
the strength of this list of drugs rapidly 
growing in importance and usefulness. 

Research work on cholin and thyroid has 
been carried out on a number of lines. Cholin 
is a substance of considerable medical interest 
from the standpoint of both physiology and 

pathology: it is one of the most common 
vsenmnines and also occurs in the blood in 
certain nervous diseases. Improved tests for 
its presence are very desirable; a method was 
found by which the tests at present in use 
could be made 100,000 times more delicate. 
About twenty hitherto unknown cholin com- 
pounds were also prepared in the division; 
some of these are extraordinarily active phys- 
fologically and may possibly prove of thera- 
peutic value. An abstract of this work was 
presented at the meeting of the British Medi- 
eal Association last summer and published 
in their journal. Other work and certain 
changes in the personnel have prevented the 
completion of this work. 

A very delicate physiological test for thyroid 
substance has been discovered by the chief 
of the division which has enabled him to detect 
thyroid secretion in the blood in a case of 

exophthalmie goiture: this is the first evidence, 
aside from the symptoms, that there is a con- 
dition of hyperthyroidism in this disease. The 
same test has enabled him to deter thyroid in 

a “tropical fruit’’ sold as an obesity cure; 
also tn certain ‘‘obesity foods’’ and pills The 
technical assistant of the division found an- 
other ‘‘obesitv remedy’’ purporting to be pre- 
pared from the waters of a German spring to 
consist entirely of cane sugar: other obesity 
remedies were found to contain such danger- 
ous drugs as colchincine, strychnine, ete. The 
work on the thyroid has rendered possible the 
detection of what seems to he a true measure 
of the phvsiological activity of thyroid prep- 
arations; it is helieved that this will make 
possible the fixing of certain standards for 
these preparations

Work upon the germicidal and antiseptic 
value of formalin has been done in the firscal 
vear just ended by the assistant director, and 
the manuscript is now ready to be submitted 
for publication. The results show that 5 per 
cent formalin is an efficient method for the 
disinfection of feces.

Stallman & Fulton Co's Affairs. 


The second meeting of the creditors 
of the Stallman & Fulton Company, of 
this city, which assigned on February 
24 to Charles G. Dobbs, was held last 
Thursday, and the report of the coin- 
mittee previously named to investigate 
the affairs of the company disclosed a 
more favorable condition, so far as the 
creditors are concerned, than appeared 
to exist at the first meeting. Christian 
Beilstein, chairman, stated that from 
the data so far available the total as- 
sets are $130,000, with actual liabilities 
of $160,000 and a contingent liability of 
$10,000. Mr. Bielstein reported that this 
statement could only be considered as 
tentative, subject to such modifications 
as the results of a further and more 
thorough investigation may disclose. 
The report from the London branch 
does not seem to present as encourag- 
ing a showing as had been hoped, but 
it was not sufficiently comprehensive 
to afford any basis for definite action. 
At last week’s meeting urgent pleas 
were advanced to obtain the co-opera- 
tion of the banks and other secured 
creditors, who hold a considerable part 
of drug ‘merchandise, toward a settle- 
ment which will permit the disposal of 
the goods in question in a manner 
that is likely to bring the most satis- 
factory results, rather than have this 
class of creditors force their claims to 

an extent that would cause the goods 

to be thrown upon the market and oc- 
easion general disturbance to values. 
The sentiment was found to be well in 
aceord with conservative procedure. 
Another meeting will probably be 
called next week, when the committee 
hopes to present a report upon which 
definite action can be taken.

Linseed Oil. 


If anything last week was quieter 
and fraught with less feature than the 
previous one. Car lot sales were few 
and far between and jobbing business 
got a setback through a spell of bad 
weather. Seed seemed to be pegged at 
about $1.164% and had no influence on 
the oil market. Oil might be quoted 
steady at 40 cents for car lots, but very 
little was sold. It was the same old 
story of buyers and sellers apart and 
neither anxious to make advances, Fu- 
tures are things of past memory and 
whatever oil is called for is wanted 
for speedy delivery. Buyers refuse to 
be cajoled into making engagements 
even though prospects appear favorable 
for an advanced market when the ex- 
pected spring activity sets in. There is 
no denying that nobody is carrying oil. 
There is no reserve in buyers’ hands, 
and the mills, especially in the West, 
are but lightly supplied with either seed 
or oil. The combination of circum- 
stances would indicate that oil at the 
present price would be a good pur- 
chase unless something unforeseen 
should happen. Small lots of oil are 
selling from 41 cents to 42 cents for 
State and Western and 42 cents to 43 
cents for city, with single barrels 
quoted one cent over these figures. 

Liverpool cables on Friday quoted oil 
as quiet at 23s. 6d. per cwt. London on 
the same day quoted 21s. 10%d. Cal- 
cutta April-June seed in the latter mar- 
ket was quoted 41s. 9d.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


As the close of the season approaches 
there is less demand from the other 
side, though a fairly good business has 
been done for cake on spot abroad 
and afloat. More distant positions are 
neglected. The prices are higher on the 
other side and this market is firmer, 
though cake is as yet quoted without 
change, or at $31@31.25. 

Cottonseed Oil. 


After a period of moderate activity 
early in the week, the demand gradual- 
ly slackened and the market assumed 
quiet proportions with trading feature- 
less and confined largely to the pro- 
fessional element. The July position, 
as usual, has been the center of activity 
and the price has been well sustained 
from 38144@38%c. Local commission 
houses have been rather heavy buyers 
of this option while a leading refiner 
assisted by large local operators have 
been the principal sellers. Underlying 
conditions of the .market have con- 
tinued practically without change, The 
firmer tendency displayed by the lard 
market has been partially offset by a 
decline in city tallow. Crude oil has 
been only moderately active with offer- 
ings limited and prices strong at 28%@ 
29c. The packers have been interested 
in a small way, but the continued 
weakness in tallow and greases has 
prevented buying by the soapmakers 
to any great extent. There is said to be 
no overproduction of real oil and, with 
the end of the crushing season almost 
in sight, the mills have not been anx- 
ious to let go any considerable quanti- 
ties. It has been contended in some 
quarters that the small refining loss 
this season has resulted in a much larg- 
er production than was originally es- 
timated. This is true to some extent, 
but when comparing the actual produc- 
tion with that of last year, it is stated 
that the small cotton crop will far more 
than offset the increase resulting from 
the smaller refining loss. A failure in 
Marseilles created some interest early 
in the week, later cable advices, how- 
ever, disclosed the fact that it was 
not important and _ that no further 
trouble was anticipated. The demand 
for foreign account has been light. The 
movement from this port for the week 
ending February 29 amounted to 9,285 
barrels. Total exports for the month 
of January amount to 6,803,001 gallons, 
valued at $2,752,089, against 5,837,741 gal- 
lons, valued at $2,289,663, for the same 
month last year. Exports for seven 
months ending January 31, amount 
to 21,026,957 gallons, valued at 
$9,056,478, against 22,883,132 gallons, 
valued at $8,719,306 for the  cor- 
responding period in 1907. Late 
cable advices report a very quiet situa- 
tion abroad, with buyers holding back 
en account of the lower grease, tallow 
and copra markets. Toward the close 
of the week, the consuming demand 
was exceptionally quiet in the local 
market and consequently, trading was 
left to the professional operators. 
Thursday’s transactions involved 1,400 
barrels, 1,300 of which were for July 
delivery at 38%c. On Friday almost 
complete stagnation was dominant, 500 
barrels were sold under official calls 
and 300 barrels afterwards. Traders 
generally are content to await some 
new developments before taking any 
active position in the market and in the 
meantime much of the trading is of the 
manipulative order with no especial ob- 
ject in view, aside from scalping a

Cocoanut Oils, Ete, 

A review of the market for the past 
several days reveals nothing of sup- 
plementary news value. Cocvanut oils 
are figuratively unaltered, with Ceylon 
subject to a better demand. Olive oils 
are none too plentiful on spot, and 
firm. Corn oil is featureless. Lard 
oils are weak and in light demand. 
Fish oils find a sluggish market and 
quote as previously listed. 

CEYLON OIlL.—In some 
slight betterment has been noted; 
such for instance as the placing of 
several fair sized orders by mid-West- 
ern consumers for early shipment, and 
a somewhat improved inquiry from 
spot buyers. The spot situation is 
Virtually without change so far as 
quotations are concerned, with 6%c 
held out for the limited quantities avail- 
able for prompt delivery. Conditions 
abroad are described without special 
feature, London holders quoting on 
the former basis of 6%c. for imme- 
diate shipment, and March-April out 
of India at about 6c. 

COCHIN OI1L.—The manufacturing 
soap interests have disclosed no desire 
to take over the oil in quantity, the 
week ended passing without event. 
Abroad, in the absence of other than 
ua very moderate demand, it has barely 
maintained its former position. Local 
sellers in most instances are holding 
fast to the figures last quoted, though 
a substantial bid would in all prob- 
ability upset the prices of 8c. now held 
out. For shipment E. I. is named at 
74%ec. Prompt delivery of Freudenberg 
here would be made at 7%c., or slightly 
less. 

CASTOR OIL, NO. 3.—All castor oil 
prices were reduced by manufac- 
turers on Tuesday of this week. No. 
3 coming under this head, is now 
named at 11@1l%c. for bbls. and 11% 
@l2c. for cases. The lower cost of 
castor beans operated for the change. 

CORN OIL-—Is unchanged and quiet, 
and while inquiries are experienced 
quite extensively, the consumer will 
not come into the market for any 
quantity. The recent reductions and 
falling prices on the various vegetable 
oils all tend to make buyers cau- 
tious, and car lot orders at $4.60 or a 
shade better are none too common, 

OLIVE O1lL.—Supplies of olive oil 
are rather closely held, green partic- 
ularly being short on spot. Yellow 
would be obtainable in a moderate 
way at 64@67c. Olive oil foots are 
hoiding their own at 6@6%c., and 
though recorded for arrival in liberal 
quantities are understood, in a large 
part, to be entering for immediate 
consumption. Among the larger con- 
signments for local account was a 575- 
bbl. lot, in Thursday from Trieste, per 
steamer Schuylkill. 

PALM OIlé—The comparative in- 
activity of the soapmaking industry 
places this item in an uninteresting po- 
sition. Few sales of consequence have 
passed and values remain about sta- 
tionary. The light supply here has a 
sustaining influence on the _ ruling 
prices of $5.90@5.95 for spot red with 
Lagos nominally quoted at 6@6%%c., ac- 
cording to quantity. 

RAPESEED OIL.—The market lacks 
interesting feature, with quotations un- 
altered and deliveries moving in a 
routine way on contract. Refiners, 
however, are operating to moderate 
capacity, and are taking over consider- 
able of the raw product. The list prices 
here are repeated at 80@83c. for burn-

Crude 
is not offered in any quantity and 
prices on pressed descriptions are 
given as follows:—Brown and light 
strained, 41@42c.; bleached winter, 43@ 
44c,, and extra bleached winter, 45@4é6c. 

NEATSFOOT.—Purchasers of neats- 
foot oils display the same conservative 
attitude so evident in recent weeks 
and confine their operations to jobbing 
lots. In the absence of orders of suffi- 
cient size to test the market, the former 
quotations are repeated at 80@85c. for 
20 degree cold test, 76@78c. for 30 de- 
gree, and 60@65c. for 40 degree. 

RED ELAINE.—The actual demand 
is comparatively light when _ the 
amount of business transacted at a cor- 
responding time last year is considered. 
New orders have come to hand very 
slowly during the past week, and 
values can be no more than nominally 
quoted at 40@42c. for the retail order of 
business passing. 

SPERM OIL.—The demand for sperm 
oil is confined within a limited com- 
pass, chiefly emanating from those con- 
sumers who buy only up to the limit 
of present requirements.

Free Alcohol Discussed in Canadian 


Parliament. 
D. W. BOLE, PRESIDENT OF THE CANA 
DIAN DRUG MERGER, PLEADS 


FOR FREE SPIRITS FOR IN- 
DUSTRIAL PURPOSES, 
Toronto, Canada, March 56, 1908. 


“Mr. D. W. Bole, M. P., president of the 
Canadian Drug Merger, who last week 
moved in the House of Commons at Ot- 
tawa for a committee to report on the 
practicability of duty-free alcohol for in- 
dustrial purposes, has given to the House 
an elaboration of his request. He declared 
that the price of alcohol in Canada to-day 
was twenty-five times greater than the 
cost of production. ‘‘When I tell you,” 
he went on, ‘‘that that alcohol can be 
purchased in Cuba at 2 cents a gallon 
and in Germany at 22 cents, and when I 
tell you that the wholesale price at the 
distillery in Canada is $4.43 a gallon, or 
$4.75 a gallon retail you will see that the 
price on the market is 25 times greater 
than the cost of production. 1 am not of 
course talking about proof gallons, but 
about alcohol as we understand it in com- 
merce, namely, 65 over proof, or about 80 
per cent, pure alcohol. The price in bond 
in 1880 was 59 cents per imperial gallon 
at the distillery before the duty was paid. 
‘kne excise duty at the same time was 
$1.28 per gallon, making the price whole- 
sale at the distillery, duty paid, in 1880, 
or twenty-eight years ago, $1.87 per gal- 
lon. The price to-day in bond is $1.39, as 
against 59 cents twenty-eight years ago; 
the excise charge to-day is $3.14 a gallon, 
making the price at the distillery whole- 
sale, $4.43, The customs tariff at the present 
time in Canada is about $5 per gallon on 
alcohol 90 per cent. strength, or more cor- 
rectly speaking, $3.99, or a protection to 
the distillers in Canada of 86 cents a gal- 
lon more than the excise charge.”’ 

“There nee been a general increase in 
price from ~~ to the present time,’’ 
continued Mr Bole. ‘‘lt has increased in 
jumps of 10 cents, 15 cents, 25 cents. The 
prices every four or five years were as

Oscar G. Bell, of Norwich, N. Y., 
died on February 21, at Jacksonville, 
Fla., where he had gone for his health. 
Mr. Bell had resigned the presidency 
of the Norwich Pharmacal Company 
about two years ago, and had accepted 
an executive position with the Bio- 
plasam Company. He was born in 
Boonton, N. J., December 23, 1857. 


Charles Edward Hore, the _ well 
known color chemist, died from pto- 
maine poisoning, at his home, 220 Hart 
street, Brooklyn, on February 28. Mr. 
Hore was sixty-three years old, and 
for the last thirty or forty years, had 
held positions of trust and responsibility 
in some of the large dry color factories 
in the United States. He was a man 
of undoubted ability in his profession, 
whose genial disposition endeared him 
to his many friends.

Oppose Bills Prohibiting Shipment 
of Alcohol, 


DELEGATION OF DRUG TRADE BEFORE 
HOUSE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE URGES 
AMENDMENTS TO BILLS WHICH 
IF PASSED IN PRESENT STATE 
WOULD DISALLOW USE OF 
ALCOHOL BY DRUGGISTS. 

Washington, March 6, 1908. 

A delegation representing the drug trade 
of the United States appeared before the 
House Judiciary Committee this morning 
to urge such amendment of the pending 
bills prohibiting or restricting interstate 
shipments of distilled spirits as would 
serve to protect drug dealers and manu- 
facturers in the handling and use of pure 
alcohol. The delegation included Messrs. 
co, D. Taylor, president of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association; M. N. 
Kline, chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Association; F. E. Holliday, 
general representative of the association; 
W. S. Richardson, chairman of the Legis- 
lative Committee of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists, and-S. L. Hil- 
ton, a prominent member of the retailers’ 
organization, 

Mr. Kline, who was the chief spokes- 
man of the delegation, called the com- 
mittee’s attention to nearly two score 
bills now pending in Congress which at- 
tempt to deal with the transportation and 
sale of distilled spirits, nearly all of 
which he said would restrict or embarrass 
the drug trade in securing necessary sup- 
plies of pure alcohol for the compounding 
of medicinal preparations should they be 
enacted into law. One of the most drastic 
of these measures, in his opinion, was the 
bill H. R. 4859, introduced by Representa- 
tive Acheson, of Pennsylvania, which 
positively forbids the interstate trans- 
portation of all intoxicating liquors— 
which, of course, would include pure al- 
cohol—in the following terms:— 

“Be it enacted, ete., That no intoxicating 
liquor shall be transported from any State or 
Territory or District of the United States into 
any other State or Territory or District. 

“Sec. 2. That the penalty for such offense 
shall be the forfeiture of liquors so trans- 
ported, with fine and imprisonment of all per- 
sons participating in the violation of this 
act, the fine not to exceed five thousand dol- 
lars and the imprisonment not to exceed one 
year. = 

“Sec. 3. That this act shall take effect one 
year after its passage.’’ 

Continuing, Mr. Kline said that the 
drug trade did not desire to take any part 
in the controversy regarding the legisla- 
tion that Congress ought to enact in fur- 
therance of the prohibition movement 
now on foot. Personally, he thought that 
the efforts to restrict the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors as beverages were very 
creditable to those making them. So far 
as the drug trade was concerned, how- 
ever, the only object in view was to 
secure such amendment of the pending 
bills as would protect the trade by prop- 
erly differentiating alcohol intended for 
medicinal use from that designed to be 
consumed as a beverage. 

Chairman Jenkins, of the Judiciary 
Committee, drew attention to the fact 
that the principal measure under consid- 
eration was the bill H. R, 4776, introduced 
by Representative Littlefield, of Maine, 
which provides as follows:— 

“Be it enacted, etc., That the interstate 
commerce character of all shipments of intoxi- 
cating liquors, including ale, wine and beer, 
from one State or Territory into another State 
or Territory shall terminate immediately upen 
their arrival within the boundary of the State 
or Territory in which the place of destination 
is situated and before the delivery of said 
liquors to the consignee, and said liquors and 
all corporations and persons engaged in such 
shipment shall then become subject to the 
operation and effect of the laws of such State 
or Territory enacted in the exercise of its 
police powers to the same extent and in the 
same manner as though such liquors had been 
produced in such State or Territory, and shall 
not be exempt therefrom by reason of being 
introduced therein in original packages or 
otherwise. Provided, That shipments of such 
liquors entirely through a State or Territory 
and not intended for delivery therein shall not 
be subject to the provisions o7 this act, nor 
shall this act authorize the infringements of 
the right of common cafriers to continuously 
transport such merchandise from without such 
State to a station therein. 

“Sec. 2. That in all such shipments to be 
paid for on delivery, commonly called C. O. D. 
shipments, the sale shall be held to be made 
at the place of destination, or where the money 
is paid or the goods delivered.’’ 

Addressing himself to the Littlefield bill, 
Mr. Kline said that he would propose that 
it be amended by the incorporation therein 
of the following proviso:— 


“Provided, That nothing in this act 
shall interfere with the shipment or de- 
livery of pure alcohol to wholesale or 
retail druggists or to pharmaceutical or 
other manufacturers who, under the laws 
of the State into which such alcohol is 
shipped, are authorized to purchase or sell 
such alcohol for use in the manufacture 
of drugs, medicines or pharmaceutical 
supplies.” 

When asked whether the States in pass- 
ing prohibition laws would not make ade- 
quate provision for the drug trade, Mr. 
Kline said that he was in grave doubt 
on the point, and that if he was correctly 
informed there were certain States in 
which manufacturing druggists would find 
it impossible to procure supplies of alco- 
hol should the Littlefield bill become a 
law. Representative Brantley, of Georgia, 
a member of the committee, confirmed 
Mr. Kline’s statement, adding that in the 
State of Georgia a druggist could not sell 
an alcoholic preraration, even if designed 
exclusively for medicinal purposes, except 
unon the prescription of a physician. 

In conclusion Mr. Kline said that the 
drug trade relied upon the Judiciary Com- 
mittee to provide the necessary safe- 
guards in any legislation that might be 
enacted and called attention to the im- 
portance of alcohol as an ingredient in a 
large proportion of the products of the 
industry. The annual consumption of 
pure grain spirits for manufacturing pur- 
poses in the drug trade exceeded 5,000,000 
gallons. It was absolutely necessary to 
extract the active principle of drugs to 
serve AS a menstruum and to preserve 
finished preparations from deterioration. 
At the present time, he said, there were 
no very large drug manufacturing con- 
cerns in the States that have enacted pro- 
hibition laws, but the movement was 
spreading so rapidly that it would only 
be a short time before the entire trade 
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would suffer from the proposed restric- 
tions. 

President Taylor followed Mr. Kline in 
a brief statement emphasizing the magni- 
tude of the manufacturing and wholesale 
drug trades and urging the committee to 
adopt the amendment suggested by Mr. 
Kline. He called attention to the fact 
that the amendment was designed solely 
to protect an industry and had no bearing 
whatever upon the merits of the contro- 
versy regarding prohibition. 

Mr. Hilton, speaking for the retail drug 
trade, said that he voiced the sentiments 
of not less than 40,000 retail druggists in 
urging the committee to make adequate 
provision against the curtailment of the 
supply of pure alcohol for manufacturing 
and compounding purposes. He said that 
he did not desire to be put in the light of 
opposing prohibition legislation, and he 
was confident that the retail drug trade 
at large would be glad to be relieved of 
the necessity for carrying alcoholic bev- 
erages. Pure alcohol, however, was an 
absolute necessity as was evidenced by 
the fact that, in spite of the efforts made 
by skilled chemists for many years, no 
substitute had yet been discovered, and 
the trade was to-day obliged to pay an 
internal revenue tax of more than two 
dollars per gallon on all spirits used in 
the preparation of medicines, 

Representative Alexander asked Mr. 
Hilton if he had anything to say regard- 
ing the report published in a daily paper 
to the effect that the drug stores of South 
Carolina within a comparatively short 
period sold more than 25,000 quart bottles 
of whiskey. In reply Mr. Hilton said that 
the fault lay in the statute, which pro- 
vided that such goods should be furnished 
upon a physician’s prescription, and he 
reminded Mr. Alexander that the press 
report referred to stated that such pre- 
scriptions were utilized in the South Caro- 
lina case upon which to procure the 
whiskey referred to. 

Mr. Holliday supported Mr. Kline’s 
amendment in a few words expressing his 
confidence in the willingness of the Ju- 
diciary Committee to make such amend- 
ments to the pending bills as would fully 
protect the drug trade. 

Upon the conclusion of the hearing 
Chairman Jenkins stated that, in his 
opinion, Mr. Kline’s proposition was rea- 
sonable and promised that it would have 
very careful consideration. The commit- 
tee is understood to be very evenly di- 
vided on the Littlefield bill, a fact which 
increases the probability that the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Kline will be ac- 
cepted by the author of the pending 
measure with a view to improving the 
prospects for a favorable report. 
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Western Cocoanut Oil Conditions. 
Chicago, March 4, 1908. 

The market for cocoanut oil has been 
less active within the past few weeks 
than is usually the case at this time of 
the year. The financial conditions that 
affected practically every other line of 
commercial work, had the effect of lim- 
iting the demand for cocoanut oil from 
the soapmakers, and instead of them buy- 
ing ahead for heavy prospective future 
needs they have been buying more for 
their immediate wants. While most of 
the big soapmakers in the West buy their 
stuff directly through European agents, 
and are therefore in a measure inde- 
pendent of the American manufacture, 
there has been a decided tendency within 
the last few years to buy more at home, 
This tendency, however, seems in part, 
to have been checked, by the bad finan- 
cial conuditions. At this time a year ago 
there was a wonderfully active demand 
for cocoanut oil, and some of the soap- 
makers at Chicago and at points west 
of the Mississippi River were in the mar- 
ket trying to buy oil from the domestic 
manufacturers. Now there is very little 
of this buying going on. The agent of 
the Western mill engaged in the manu- 
facture of cocoanut oil reports that he 
has not been able to do the business in 
the Middle West that he did at this time 
a year ago. For the oil that the buyers 
will take, the demand is much more ac- 
tive for stuff for immediate use or ship- 
ment than it is for futures. 

Copra, which was so scarce a year ago, 
is reported to be more plentiful. San 
Francisco stocks of copra are much in 
excess of the stocks of last year, and 
boats are bringing supplies very liberally. 
Oil is also rather freely offered at that 
point, and a considerable supply is on 
hand. : 

Ceylon oil is quoted at 6%c. here, while 
Cochin is quoted at 7%c. It is doubtful, 
however, if much could be had laid 
down in Chicago at that price, for as 
soon as the demand begins to pick up, 
it is characteristic of the market to re- 
spond with much more rapidity than 
other oil markets. Sellers do not anti- 
cipate much of a demand for some time 
to come. Soapmakers report that little 
buyers in the country are buying just 
enough for their needs. Where they for- 
merly took a number of brands of soap, 
they now take only one or two, and they 
are disposed to allow their stocks to 
become almost depleted before buying 
more. While in the aggregate, there is 
probably as much soap selling as there 
was last year, the inclination of the buy- 
ers to take only as they need the stuff, 
keeps the makers on the anxious seat, 
and they, in turn, do not care to load up 
with oil

hogs continue to be liberal in Chicago 
and throughout the West, and just at the 
present time the argument would seem 
to be in favor of the bear side of the 
market, especially as the stocks are 
now heavier than they have been at this 
seasun of the year for many seasons 
past. But, in spite of the big sully of 
hogs. and the tremendous increase in the 
number marketed over the receipts for 
the same time last year, there is un- 
doubtedly an undertone of strength to 
the market, which finds its foundation in 
the theory that the heavy runs of hogs 
will soon abate, and that as soon as the 
farmers have well fed their soft corn, 
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PETROLEUM MARKET, 


Saturday Noon, March 7, 1908. 

Brooke and Ritchie counties of West 
Virginia continue to furnish the prin- 
cipal incentive to operations in the low- 
Southwest fields and credited 
with contributing the largest volume 
of new production of high grade crude. 
The record of the good producer that 
was brought in about a month ago on 
the river front at Follansbee, Brooke 
county, is the best in the State, hold- 
ing up steadily at 175 barrels a day. 
The Hollidays Cove district in the 
same county is also the center of en- 
couraging indications. The output of 
the pool has been augmented by recent 
completions to about 1,000 barrels a 
day, and a number of tests are due 
that may show an important exten- 
sion. The old wells in the Keener 
sand: pool of Grant district, Ritchie 
county, have continued to decline, but 
two of them now being reported good 
for more than 100 barrels a day. The 
limits of the pool are believed to be 
well defined, but some advance drilling 
has been in progress during the last 
few days. Development work in the 
Walton district of Roane county, West 
Virginia, resulted in a show for a 50- 
barrel producer. Deep sand operations 
in Wetzel and Monongalia counties 
have failed to disclose anything better 
than light producers or small pump- 
ers. Many of the recent tests in South- 
eastern Ohio have terminated in dust- 
ers, but a result out of the ordinary 
was reported in a completion in the 
Payne district of Washington county 
that was credited with starting at the 
rate of 60 barrels a day. In Pennsyl- 
vania keener interest is being mani- 
fested in the manner in which the well 
that was recently brought in at Wil- 
merding, Allegheny county, has been 
sustaining its flow, and new work in 
the district may result in consequence. 
The report of field operations for Feb- 
ruary in the high grade fields included 
in the Pennsylvania classification es- 
tablishes a low record mark for com- 
pletions during late years, reaching a 
total of 321, against 347 in February, 
1907, 546 in 1906, 383 in 1905, 504 in 1904 
and 513 in 1903. Considering the small 
number of new wells’ drilled last 
month, the new production scored a 
fairly satisfactory aggregate at 3,041 
barrels, bringing the average per new 
producing well to about 13% barrels, 
surpassing any month of the last two 
years. In the Lima field of North- 
western Ohio and Indiana weather con- 
ditions are still unfavorable for any 
particular activity and, our corre- 
spondent indicates, operators are hope- 
ful that further advances in crude may 
be realized to stimulate development 
work. In the entire field during Feb- 
ruary but 49 wells were completed, of 
which 38 contributed a new production 
of 302 barrels. These figures represent 
a decided slump from the results of 
the previous month, when completions 
numbered 95, with a new production of 
1,144 barrels from successful wells. 
Operations are still on the wane in II- 
linois, February statistics showing but 
157 wells completed within the month, 
with 22 being in the duster or gas class 
and a new daily production of 3,329 
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barrels. The record for January indi- 
cated 303 completions, of which 248 fur- 
nished a new production of 6,144 bar- 
rels. There was little change in Ken- 
tucky developments last month, 15 
wells being drilled, of which: 10 yielded 
a new daily production of 195 barrels, 
while for January there were 13 com- 
pletions, 5 dry holes and a new pro- 
duction of 260 barrels. The slump in 
mid-continent field operations during 
recent months was marked to a 
heavier extent during February, the 
number of completions, 176, represent- 
ing a low record for the field of any 
month since 1903, with the exception of 
February, 1905, when i67 wells were 
drilled. Of last month’s summary, Ok- 
lahoma furnished 145, of which 119 
were successful oil wells, with a new 
production vf 7,405 barrels, while the 
record for Kansas shows 31 comple- 
tions, of which but 2 supplemented 
the output of oil to the extent of 30 
barrels. The average production per 
new oil well for the entire field for 
February is 61.45 barrels, against 59.76 
barrels for January. At the close of 
February there were 189 rigs up and 
wells drilling in the entire field, against 
a total of 160 on the corresponding day 
in January. Our correspondent writes 
that the only district that commands 
any particular interest is around Bald 
Hill in the Creek Nation, an extension 
of the Morris pool, about sixteen miles 
southeast of the Glenn pool. Early 
tests of the section have resulted in 
some encouraging indications of oil. 
Good producers are still the rule of the 
Jennings field of Louisiana, a late com- 
pletion in the southwestern extension 
being credited with a yield of 1,000 
barrels a day. Advices from our Cali- 
fornia correspondent report that Feb- 
ruary developments have been of 
favorable influence on the industry, 
the demand being still in excess of the 
production, although the latter was 
increased during the month. 


Refined and Products. 

Trading in the local market for re- 
fined during the week has continued 
within conservative limits for domes- 
tic account, and a material shrinkage 
is noted in the export movement. Our 
record of clearances for the interval 
comprises 7,486,080 gallons, of which 
3,240,000 were shipped in bulk. For the 
previous week the volume of foreign 
requirements reached the ‘unusually 
large total of 14,681,040 gallons. Ad- 
ditional chartering during the current 
week has involved 375,000 cases for 
April-May shipment to Japan. New 
York loading, and 170,000 cases, April- 
May shipment to Japan, New York 
or Philadelphia loading. The tendency 
of spot values is one of continued 
firmness, chiefly under the influence 
of the market for high grade crude. 
Mail advices on the Russian situa- 
tion note an advance in crude for 
prompt and forward delivery, the only 
change in the products being a lower 
basis for kerosene for forward de- 
livery. The labor situation at Baku 
is regarded with brighter prospects, 
some of the workingmen, it was re- 
ported, having resumed their duties.

The passing of the first week of the 
month has left little impression of gen- 
eral improvement in trading conditions, 
Buying continues along routine lines, 
a marked contrast from the animation 
that was occasioned with the advance 
of last March, which proved one of the 
banner months of the year. A welcome 
relief will be afforded with the assur- 
ance of a settlement of a well-known 
house’s embarrassment, so that heavy 
quantities of pledged goods will not be 
marketed at disturbing valués. Opium 
retains its improved position. The 
events of quinine interest have also con- 
tributed to a more encouraging tone. 
Bismuth and iodine preparations have 
declined in consequence of competition, 
Castor oil is lower for all varieties, as 
is carnauba wax for some grades, The 
vanilla bean situation is attracting 
keener interest, but opinions as to the 
early outlook are still much in conflict. 
Spearmint oil has furnished a lively 
feature among the essential oils, values 
being sharply upward. Clove oil has 
yielded to the backward demand. 
American refined camphor is’ un- 
changed. Curacao aloes are again ir- 
regular. Arabic sorts are _ reported 
easier for shipment. Chicle has ad- 
vanced. Cannabis indica tops have 
shown an unusual degree of activity. 
Golden seal has remained firm, as has 
dandelion root. Mexican sarsaparilla 
has declined slightly. Quince seed mani- 
fested an upward tendency. Principal

Quinine, 

The events of the week have been 
of further favorable significance, and 
while there may be nothing as yet in 
the situation to justify expectations of 
an advance in makers’ prices the 
maintenance of current values seems 
assured. The most encouraging factor 
has been the announcement of the 
bark shipments for February com- 
prising, according to our Amsterdam 
correspondent’s cable, 814,000 Dutch 
pounds, the lightest total for any 
month since December, 1906. For the 
first month of the current year the 
shipments totaled 1,380,000 pounds 
while for February, 1907, the aggregate 
was 1,428,000 pounds. A basis for

Freer inquiries are noted in the 
outside market, and at the close an 
out-of-town pill maker was said to be 
in quest of 5,000 ounces, an amount 
that seems large in comparison with 
recent negotiations. Java is available 
at 4\%c., but it was considered doubt- 
ful whether anything of consequence in 
fresh German was obtainable below the 
makers’ basis. Government statistics

The event of the week in the vanilla 


bean situation has been the London

6d., accord- 
ing to the various advices received in 
the local trade. Our London corre- 
spondent cables the result as higher by 
1@2s. So far as can be learned but 
one local house was represented in the 
purchases, the bulk of the offerings 
having been taken for the account of 
French dealers. The enhancement is 
said to establish values at the parity 
of the French markets for Bourbons. 
The average at the London sale is 
placed at $2.624%@2.75, which is still be- 
low the spot parity. This event has 
proved an incentive to renewed confi- 
dence in some local quarters and was 
the means of prompting inquiries for 
jobbing account. This view of the sit- 
uation, however, does not represent the 
prevailing sentiment and in support of 
the less sanguine opinions it is stated 
that within the last few days some 
comparatively cheap offers have been 


received from French quarters. Mail 
advices to the Reporter dated Mar- 
seilles, February 22, name the follow- 
ing quotations for Bourbon and 


Comores grades:—First quality, 17 cen- 
timeters, 483@45 francs per kilo; sec- 
ond quality, 33@36 francs; “head and 
tail’ lots, 30@32 francs. Later advices 
received in the trade offered assorted 
lots not including first quality beans at 
more advantageous terms than the 
above basis for ‘‘heads and _ tails.” 
Some of the more conservative views 
on the outlook are to the effect that 
the consuming demand will have to 
respond more positively before expec- 
tations of advanced prices on spot are 
likely to be realized. A dealer who 
has just returned from an extensive 
trip states that in his opinion the prin- 
cipal manufacturers are in a position 
to continue their waiting tactics for 
several months. The consuming de- 
mand so far has been for the lowest 
cost goods, any offering of Bourbons 
at $3 or more receiving little considera- 
tion. Local houses which have been 
operating at foreign sources for this 
season’s requirements have anticipated 
this trend of domestic trading, and the 
primary markets are undoubtedly in 
the most favorable position on the man- 
ufacturing varieties. First qualities 
are as yet neglected and doubt has 
been expressed as to whether they can 
be maintained without support from 
this quarter. Regarding the Mexican 
situation we are advised that the prin- 
cipal lot of new cuts received here so 
far about 5,000 pounds is on consign- 
ment to a leading house at terms that 
are limited beyond present jobbing 
prices. It was stated that the prin- 
cipal curer in Mexico has been buying 
up cuts-in the producing districts and 
withholding offers. Other lots have 
been in evidence from primary centers 
and some of last year’s cuts are re- 
ported available from first hands at 
seemingly attractive values. No whole 
beans of the current crop are known 
to be obtainable as yet for shipment. 
Another arrival of South American 
beans, amounting to 23 cases, is noted, 
which is reported sold. Assurances 
have been received that this crop may 
reach 50,000 or 60,000 pounds.

Advices have been current of the

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


No marked improvements has been 
manifested in the industrial situation 
during the past week although tne ten- 
dency in most branches of industry is 
toward betterment. There is much per- 
plexity surrounding the immediate sit- 
uation, but it is pointed out by those 
who are close to the pulse of trade that, 
with low stocks and curtailed produc- 
tion, the country will soon emerge from 
its present depression and enter into 
an advance in trade and enterprise. 
A great deal of interest is being cen- 
tered upon the progress of the political 
campaign and the size of the crops. 
Of course it is too early in the season 
to form any comprehensive judgment 
as to the outcome of the crops, but the 
political situation is gradually becoming 
more clearly defined. Financial con- 
ditions have shown more improvement 
than trade, and collections generally 
are considerably better than a month 
ago. The Bank of England's reduc- 
tion of its official discount rate to 3% 
per cent. was important chiefly as an 
index to the slackening demand for 
money which accompanies the present 
relaxation in business the world over. 
Not since 1905 has the London bank 
rate fallen so low at this time of year. 
Our own slackness of trade is indicated 
by another set of figures published 
Thursday—the ccuntry’s iron produc- 
tion in February. They show a slight 
increase over January, but otherwise 
confirm the lately prevalent estimate 
that the trade is running to only one- 
half the capacity of a year ago. 

The market for time money has 
ranged higher, Rates at the close of 
the week were 3% per cent, for 90 days 
and 44%4@4% per cent, for six months. 
Money on call at the Stock Exchange 
ranged from 1%@2 per cent., the clos- 
ing rate on Friday was 1% per cent, 
Mercantile paper has been in moderate 
demand.

Bills Affecting Transportation by 
Mail of Drugs. 


AIMS TO PROHIBIT MAILING OF POISONS 


AND EXPLOSIVES, ETC., BUT WOULD 
EXCLUDE MANY DESIRABLE AND 
HARMLESS DRUGS — CHAIRMAN 
M. N. KLINE OF THE LEGIS- 
LATIVE COMMITTEE, N. W. 

LD, A. ENDEAVORING 
TO SECURE AN 
AMENDMENT. 

Washington, March 6, 1908. 
The attention of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association has been 


drawn to a provision in a bill now pend- 
ing in both houses of Congress, which 
would have a serious effect upon the drug 
trade should it become a law, and Chair- 
man M, N. Kline of the Legislative Com- 
mittee has taken the matter up vigorous- 
ly with a view to securing an amend- 
ment to protect the interests of the trade. 
The bill referred to is a bulky volume 
embracing a codification of the penal 
laws of the United States completed dur- 
ing the last Congressional recess by a 
select committee composed of members of 
both houses. In a number of instances 
this committee decided to incorporate in 
the penal laws certain provisions which 
heretofore have existed as departmental 
regulations only and therefore subject to 
modification in the discretion of the ex- 
ecutive officials of the government. In 
transferring these provisions to the penal 
code, however, Congress would take them 
entirely out of the jurisdiction of the 
heads of departments, who would be 
powerless to make exemptions or modifi- 
cations should it appear desirable to do 
so. 

The provision in question relates to the 
transportation in the mails of small quan- 
tities of drugs which in most cases it 
would be impracticable to ship by ex- 
press owing to the prohibitory charge 
thereon, The mailing of such goods, how- 
ever, is prohibited by a provision of the 
pending penal code bill, which was in- 
tended, first, to provide a uniform law 
excluding undesirable articles from the 
mails; and, second, to make it a specific 
crime to attempt the life of any person 
by means of a poison, mfernal machine 
or other similar device sent through the 
mails. The effect of the provision, how- 
ever, is to exclude all drugs which may 
be included in the category of poisons— 
and which, of course, may be held to em- 
brace a very large proportion of the 
drugs of commerce—even though sent in 
the ordinary course of trade. The pro- 
posed amendment is as follows:— 

“See. 218. All kinds of poison, and all ar- 
ticles and compositions containing poison, and 
all poisonous animals, insects and reptiles, 
liquids, liquors, glass and explosives of all 
kinds, and inflammable materials, and infernal 
machines, and mechanical, chemical or other 
devices or compositions which may ignite or 
explode, and all disease germs or scabs, and all 
other natural or artificial articles, compositions, 
or materials of whatever kind which may kill, 
or in any wise hurt, harm or injure another, 
or damage, deface or otherwise injure the mails 
or other property, whether sealed as first-class 
matter or not, are hereby declared to be non- 
mailable matter, and shall not be conveyed tn 
the mails or delivered from any postoffice or 
station thereof, nor by any letter carrier. 
Whoever shall knowingly deposit or cause to be 
deposited for matling or delivery, or shall 
knowingly cause to he delivered by mail ac- 
cording to the direction thereon, or at any 
place at which it is directed to be delivered by 
the person to whom it is addressed, anything 
declared by -this section to be non-mailable, 
shall be fined not more than one thousand dol- 
lars or imprisoned not more than two vears 
or both; and whoever shall knowingly deposit 
or cause to be deposited for mailing or deliv- 
ery. or shall knowingly cause to be delivered 
by mall according to the direction thereon, or 
at anv place to which it is directed to he de- 
livered by the person to whom it Is addresssed, 
anything declared by this section to be non- 
mailahble, with the design, intent or purpose to 
kill, or in any wise hurst, harm or fInjure an- 
other, or damage, deface or otherwise injure 
the mails or other property. shall be fined not 
more than five thousand dollars or imprisoned 
not more than ten years, or both.’’ 


Tt is perfectly obvious that the specific 
prohibition of the transportation in the 
mails of ‘fall kinds of poison and all ar- 
ticles and compositions containing pol- 
son” would operate to prohibit the trans- 
portation of a very large and important 
category of drugs. This fact has been 
recognized in rulings heretofore made 
providing exemptions in the letter of the 
regulations. For many vears the postal 
regulations have prohibited the sending 
of noisons, but upon the application of 
prominent firms in the drug trade modi- 
fications have been made from time to 
time until the letter of the original regu- 
lations is no longer 1n force. The most 
important of these modifications is set 
forth in the following special order:— 

“Proprietary articles of merchandise, not in 
themeelves unmailable (see Sections 480 and 
497), such as faney soaps, tobacco, pills, tab- 
lets or other preparations such as are used by 
the medical and pharmaceutical professions, nut 
un in fixed quantities by the manufacturer, 
for sale by himself and others, which may be 
sealed in such manner ae to properly protect 
the articles, but to allow examination of such 
nackage in its simnlest mercantile form. will 
he accented for malling: provided, that noison- 
ous articles or articles containing noison and 
not unmailable (see Sections 480 and 497) shall 
he accented for matling onlv when the package 
hears the label or sunerseription of the manu- 
facturer of or dealer in the article mailed.’* 

The postal regulations contain further 
provisions which definitely recognize the 
importance to drug manufacturers of the 
privilege of sendine their goods through 
the mails as they provide certain re- 
auirements relating to the nacking of 
liquids and olls, nastes. salves or ar- 
ticles easily liquefiable, as follows:— 

“When tn glase bottles or vials. such hottles 
or vials must be strong enough to stand the 
shock of handling in the mails and must he 
inelosed in a metal, wooden or panier mache 
hlock or tube not less than three-sixteenths of 
an ineh thiek in the thinnest part. strong 
enough to support the weight of mails niled 
in pare and resist rough handling: and there 
must he provided. hetween the bottle and said 
hlock or tube. a cushion of cotton, felt or some 
other absorbent. sufficient to protect the class 
from shock fn handling: the block or tuhe to he 
impervious to liquids, Including oils, and to be 








inclosed by a tightly fitting lid or cover, so ad- 
justed as to make the block or tube water-tight 
and to prevent the leakage of the contents in 


case of breaking of the glass. 


‘‘When incloged in a tin eylinder, metal case 
case or tube should 
have a lid or cover so secured as to make the 
case or tube water-tight, and should be securely 
in a wooden or papler mache block 
(open only at one end) and not less in thickness 


or tube, such cylinder, 


fastened 


and strength than above described. 


‘‘Manufacturers or dealers intending to trans- 
mit articles or samples in considerable quan- 
tities should submit a specimen package, show- 


ing the mode of packing, to the postmaster at 
the mailing office, who will see that the condi- 
tion of this section are carefully observed. 

‘Seeds or other articles not prohibited, which 
are liable, from their form or nature, to loss 
or damage, unless specially protected, must 
be put up in eealed envelopes made of material 
sufficiently transparent to show the contents 
clearly without opening. 

“Ink powders, pepper, enuff or other pow- 
ders, not explosive, or any pulverized dry sub- 
stances, not poisonous, may be sent in the 
mails when inclosed in the manner prescribed 
herein for liquids, or when inclosed in metal, 
wooden or papler mache cases in such secure 
manner as to render the escape of any particles 
of dust from the package by ordinary handling 
impossible, and of such strength as to bear the 
weight and handling of the mails without 
breaking; the method of packing to be subject 
to the approval of the General Superintendent 
of the Railway Mail £ervice. 

“Articles of fourth-class matter must be so 
wrapped that their contents may be easily and 
thoroughly examined by postmasters, both with 
reference to the safey of the mails and postal 
employes and to the exclusion of matter charge- 
able as of the first class.’’ 


Should Congress pass the codification 
bill without amendment, all the postal 
regulations above referred to with the 
exception of the_ specific prohibition 
against the transportation of poisons 
would be swept away and the trade would 
be deprived of an important privilege 
which it now enjoys. The bill has al- 
ready passed the Senate and is now be- 
fore the House, but Mr. Kline hopes to 
secure a satisfactory modification of Sec- 
tion 218, either in the House or in the 
Conference Committee to which the meas- 
ure will be referred after its passage by 
the House,

Work on the four-inch pipe line being 
constructed by the Crowley Oil and 
Mineral Company, from the Jennings, 
La., field is progressing rapidly, and 
the company expects to complete the 
line to Crowley within a few days. 


Captain Lucas, of Spindle Top, Texas, 
fame, is reported among the prospec~ 
tors who are interested in a test well 
at Houma, La., and his association 
With the enterprise is considered a fa- 
vorable indication for good oil terri- 
tory. 


A wildcat venture is in progress 
about 2,500 feet from the big producer 
recently brought in by Bass & Lovejoy 
in the southwestern section of the Jen- 
nings, La., field. This enterprise is 
being negotiated by G. D. Hill and A, 
R. Knott. 


The only section of the mid-continent 
field that is claiming any particular at- 
tention is the Bald Hill district in the 
Creek Nation, an extension of the Mor- 
ris pool, about 16 miles southeast of the 
Glenn pool. Encouraging indications 
of oil have been reported there. 


Operations in the high grade fields 
of the Pennsylvania classification dur- 
ing February were the lightest of re- 
cent years, completions numbering but 
321 wells, of which 90 were dry. The 
average of new production per success- 
ful oil well was, however, raised to 
13%e. 

News of the death of James W. 
Fraser for many years one of the “best 
known and expert drillers in the Penn- 
Sylvania oil fields, at Burmah, India, 
on February 19, has been received by 
relatives in Butler, Pa. Death resulted 
from injuries sustained while drilling 
a well. 

In the extreme lower southwest fields, 
Lincoln county, W. Va., is considered as 
a field of unusual promise. A large area 
of territory has been tested and is 
known to be capable of furnishing 
profitable producers. Up to the present 
time little has been done in the way of 
a systematic development of very large 
holdings. 


In the Payne district, Washington 
county, Ohio, D. S. Boyles & Co.’s No. 
2 on the Margaret Sterling farm was 
reported to be holding up at 35 barrels 
a day. In the Cow Run district of the 
same county, George W. Needs has 
completed his No. 4 on his own prop- 
erty, and has a very light pumper in 
the Cow Run sand. 


In Montgomery township, Crawford 
county, Ill., Wilt, Shafer and others 
have drilled in a 75-barrel pumper in 
their initial well on the N. Montgomery 
farm in the southwest quarter of sec- 
tion 9, located 200 feet from the south 
line and 1,100 feet from the east line of 
the farm, and about two miles south- 
east from Flat Rock. 


On Ten Mile creek, Center district, 
Greene county, Pennsylvania, the South 
Penn Oil Company has drilled in its 
test on the Charles Harvey farm and 
Since giving it a shot has a 60-barrel 
producer, On Fish creek, Springhill 
township, the People’s Gas Company 
has completed its test on the S. E. Mar- 
tin farm and has a duster at a depth 
of 3,591 feet. 


The Finance Oil Company has been 
incorporated with a capital of $50,000, 
and with its principal business office 
at Salamanca, N. Y. There are five 
directors, comprising the following for 
the first year:—Albert TT. Fancher, 
Christian F. Nies, Edward Bolard, 
Salamanca, N. Y.; Thomas R. Mills, 
Gowanda, N. Y.; Evangeline F. Hub- 
bell, Buffalo, N. Y. 


The Jennings-Heywood Oil Syndicate 
is credited with bringing in another 
good producer in the new southwestern 
section of the Jennings, La., field, its 
initial output being placed at approxi- 
mately 1,000 barrels of oil a day. In 
the same section the Mattison Oil Com- 
pany is reported to have drilled its No. 
3, yielding about 400 barrels of oil per 
day under compressed air. 


On Rock creek, Walton district, Roane 
county, W. Va., the South Penn Oil 
Company has drilled its test on the 
Fanny M. Simpson farm into the Big 
Injun and has a show for a 50-barrel 
producer. On Pyles fork, Mannington 
district, Marion county, the South Penn 
Oil Company has drilled its No. 3 on 
the E. J. Freeland farm into the Gordon 
12 feet and has a show for a 30 or 40- 
barrel producer. 


The well on the Boyd farm at Wilder- 
ming, Alleghany county, Pa., continues 
to spray oil at the rate of about 30 bar- 
rels a day. When the well was first 
drilled in and showed for a producer it 
did not attract much attention, but the 
way it has been holding up is causing 
keener interest, and if it continues to 
keep up its present record for any con- 
siderable time some new work, it is ex- 
pected, will be stimulated in that local- 
ity.

A Selling Company for Naval Stores 
in Galveston or Beaumont, 


TAKEN TO FORM 
SUCH AN ASSOCIATION BY TURPEN- 
TINE PRODUCERS AND OPERATORS 
IN SOUTHEAST TEXAS AND SOUTH- 
WEST LOUISIANA—GROWTH OF IN- 
DUSTRY IN LATTER’ STATE. 


PRELIMINARY STEPS 


The turpentine operators and producers 
of Southeast Texas and Southwest Louis- 
iana have taken preliminary steps to- 
wards the organization of a selling com- 
pany which will establish headquarters 
either in Galveston or Beaumont for the 
purpose of handling the output of the dif- 
ferent companies belonging to the pro- 
posed association. The growth of the 
turpentine industry in the territory trib- 
utary to Beaumont and Galveston has 
made it necessary for the producers to 
consider the matter of changing the place 
of concentration from New Orleans to a 


more convenient place. It is stated that 
within three years the naval stores in- 
dustry has grown from nothing in Texas 


to the point where there are now more 
than 100,000 acres of pine trees being 
tapped. The depletion of the forests of 
the more eastern portions of the country 
has pours the industry to move west- 
ward. 

The Western Naval Stores Company of 
Aldridge was represented at a recent 
meeting of the turpentine producers of 
Louisiana and Texas held at Beaumont. 
The object of the meeting was to dis- 
cuss matters affecting the industry and 
to consider matters for co-operation that 
would result in benefit to the producers 
of this territory. The other concerns rep- 
resented at the meeting were the Gillican- 
Vizard Company of New Orleans; Long- 
Bel Naval Stores Company, of DeRidder, 
La.; Tremont Naval Stores Company, of 
Tremont, La.; Landis Naval Stores Com- 
pany, of near Sour Lake, Texas; Pro- 
ducers’ Turpentine Company, of Eliza- 
beth, La.; Nona Mills Company, of Nona, 
Tex.; Gulf Land and Lumber Company, 
of Fullerton, La., and Lutcher & Moore 
Turpentine Works, of Baylor, La., and 
others, 

No organization was effected at this 
meeting, but another meeting will be held 
within the next month or two at which 
the producers’ company as well as the 
selling association will probably be 
formed. It is estimated that more than 
$1,000,000 of turpentine and rosin will be 
produced west of the Mississippi river 
this year.

Quiet conditions continue toprevail in 
the general chemical market, and the 
situation at largepresentsarather tame 
appearance, with transactions. re- 
stricted to actual necessities. Reduc- 
tions thus far have not brought any 
influx of heavy buying orders, and 
consumers are content to buy from 
hand to mouth and await future de- 
velopments. Underlying conditions 
are healthy as far as can be learned. 
Production has been cwrtailed, and 
offerings in most instances are only 
in accordance with the consuming de- 
mand, Importations were not as 
heavy during February as they were 
during January, and the process of 
storing goods has not assumed very 
active proportions. Inquiries are more 
frequent, especially for April-May 
shipments, but consumers seem afraid 
to commit themselves, and  conse- 
quently many contracts are pending. 
There has been an absence of im- 
portant developments, and former 
prices on most chemicals are still cur- 
rent. The export demand for blue 
vitriol has shown some activity with 
fairly heavy shipments recorded for 
Trieste, Naples and various Brazilian 
points. Heavy chemicals have only 
been in moderate request, although 
the recent reduction in bicarbonate 
of soda has created more or less in- 
terest. Recent arrivals in chloride of 
barium have influenced a_ slightly 
easier feeling in that commodity. <A 
detailed market report is indicated 
below, also the Liverpool, Antwerp 
and London chemical markets. 


Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The sit- 
uation has shown no further changes 
from those noted last week. Business 
in most channels is rather slack at 
the moment, although inquiries are 
said to have increased. Orders for 
prompt and forward are placed on the 
basis of 1.15c. for bulk, 1.25c. for kegs 
f. o. b. works, and an advance of .20c. 
all around for goods delivered in this 
section, less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Importa- 
tions continue to arrive freely, and 
most of the new goods are finding 
immediate delivery into channels of 
consumption. The demand for paper 
making purposes is known to have de- 
creased, but recent improvement in the 
textile industry is said to account for 
a free distribution to that source. 
Values are unchanged on the basis of 
1.25c. for small quantities and car lots 
at 1.20c. and up for standard makes, 
according to seller and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Sales of small 
quantities for prompt and spring de- 
liveries are gradually increasing, and 
the breadth of demand keeps the mar- 
ket in a moderate state of animation. 
Governing conditions are without ap- 
preciable change and values continue 
steady on the basis of 1.75@1.80c. and 
0c. higher for 60 per cent. f. o. b. 
works, as to quantity and terms of 
sale. Powdered is quoted at 2%@3c., 
as to test, quantity and point of de- 
livery. 

SALT CAKE.—Improvement in the 
glass producing industry has been re- 
flected in a gradual increase in ship- 
ments of salt cake but, aside from this, 
the market has remained quiet with 
conditions more favorable for an aver- 
age spring movement. Values are un- 
changed on the basis of .40@.42c., ac- 
cording to quantity and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—Recent inquiries have 
resulted in the placing of new orders 
for moderate lots for delivery during 
this and next month. Trade has shown 
improvement, although there is com- 
paratively little animation at present. 
Shipments on old contracts are fairly 
heavy, and no material accumulations 
are reported. Values are unchanged 
on the basis of .60c. and up f. o. b. 
for barrels, less the usual discount 
terms. Moderate quantities of concen- 
trated are available on the basis of 
1%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—The market remains 
steady, with manufacturers maintain- 
ing former views. The demand for 
small quantities is moderately active, 
while the movement on regular con- 
tracts is said to be increasing, owing 
to improved conditions which have 
taken place at certain consuming 
sources. Light 58 per cent. in bags is 
quoted at 77%c. in car lots, and less 
than car lots up to 92%c., on the basis 
of 48 per cent. Barrels are held at 
72%c.@$1, as to quantity. 

Acids. 


ACETIC.—Manufacturing consumers 
have been drawing more freely on con- 
tracts, but additional sales have been 
light and restricted largely to current 
wants. Holders of spot goods still 
maintain former views, and sales are 
consummated on the basis of 2.60@38c. 
for 28 degrees. 


MURIATIC.—Gradual improvement 


is reported in market conditions. The 
iron and steel industries are drawing 
more freely on contracts, while a fair 
additional demand prevails both for 
export and domestic requirements. The 
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situation is steady with prices un- 
changed on the basis of 1.10c. and up, 
as to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 

NITRIC.—Lower prices for crude ma- 
terials have not influenced any reduc- 
tions in nitric acid, and the market has 
ruled quiet but steady at the old basis. 
Transactions are not heavy, and con- 
sumers generally show little disposi- 
tion to cover more than actual require- 
ments. Goods are available on the 
basis of 4%c. and up, as to quantity 
and seller. 

OXALIC.—Quiet conditions have pre- 
vailed in this chemical, with offerings 
and demand both light. Importers are 
holding goods at the 6%c. level, and 
efforts to shade this price, up to the 
time of writing, have been unavail- 
able. Moderate quantities of spot for 
laundry purposes have’ constituted 
about all the transactions during the 
week, : 

SULPHURIC. — Continued improve- 
ment in the iron and steel industries 
is being reflected in the demand for 
this acid. The movement on contracts 
has increased, and additional orders 
have been placed, both for prompt and 
forward requirements. Prices are 
steady and unchanged on the basis of 
lc. and up for 66 degrees, according to 
quantity and seller. 

TARTARIC.—Although cable advices 
announce a quiet and uncertain mar- 
ket abroad the local situation has re- 
flected no perceptible change. The 
market is not as active as formerly, 
but sales of moderate lots have been 
quite numerous, and these in the aggre- 
gate have been of fair proportions. 
Prices are sustained on the basis of 
27%,.@28%c. for crystals and 28@28'%c. 
for powdered, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. Cream of tar- 
tar is held on the basis of 22% @23\4c. 
for crystals and of 23@23'%c. for pow- 
dered, as to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. 

Miscellaneous. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The opinion 
has been voiced in leading quarters 
that the market is now resting on rock 
bottom. Trade conditions show no ma- 
terial change, and the situation gener- 
ally is quiet, with trading confined 
largely to current requirements. More 
inquiry is reported for future ship- 
ments, but little important business 
has been booked. Gray is quoted on the 
basis of 2@2.05c., and brown, 1.25@1.30c., 
according to quantity. 

ALUM.—The market remains steady 
at former quotations, with trading light 
and void of any particular feature. 
Deliveries on contract to manufactur- 
ing consumers have been restricted, 
and conditions at the moment are quiet, 
owing to the prevailing dullness in fin- 
ished products. Sales are conducted 
on the basis of 1.75@1.80c, for lump, 
1.85@1.90c. for ground, and powdered 
at 3c. and upward, according to quan- 
tity, seller and terms of sale. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—Recent inquiries 
from the paint and drug trades have 
resulted in moderate orders for spring 
shipment. Spot jobbing lots are taken 
occasionally, but trading lacks spirit, 
and there is no particular disposition 
to cover more than actual or nearby 
requirements. Sales are conducted on 
the basis of 4%c. for drums, 5%c. for 
carboys in car lots, and the usual ad- 
vance for less quantities, as to pack- 
age and terms of sale, for 26 degrees. 

ARSENIC. — Quiet conditions con- 
tinue to dominate this market. Sales 
in a jobbing way are occasionally made, 
but there is an absence of heavy trans- 
actions, and future requirements are 
rarely considered. Importations have 
not been as liberal as formerly, and 
holders have sustained prices on the 
old basis. Round lots are avaialble on 
spot at 5c., while smaller quantities 
are quoted from 54@5'se., according 
to size and seller. aeetne shipments 
are held at a shade under current 
prices. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The recent reduc- 
tion has stimulated trade to some ex- 
tent, but the unsettled metal market 
continues to create more or less uncer- 
tainty. The demand for export account 
has shown more activity, with sales 
aggregating 644 barrels and 350 casks 
principally for consumption in South 
Europe. Leading brands of spot are 
held at 5c. for car lots and 5c. for 
smaller quantities. 

BRIMSTONE. — The situation re- 
mains quiet and unchanged, with trad- 
ing light and confined chiefly to con- 
tract deliveries. The paper industry 
is not consuming as much brimstone 
as formerly, owing to the curtailed 
production at the paper mills. Prices 
are stationary on the basis of $22@ 
22.50, according to point of delivery. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH. — The 
demand has been sufficient to prevent 
accumulations, and shipments have 
covered a wide distribution throughout 
the South. New features have been 
lacking, but the market has ruled 
steady, with holders maintaining for- 


mer views. Goods are available on the 
basis of a4 s@4%c. for 80-85 per cent. 
calcined, 442@4%c. for 96-98 per cent. 


calcined and 44%@4%c. for 80-85 per 
cent. hydrated, as to quantity, seller 
and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—The market 
has continued steady under a moderate 
consuming demand. Transactions gen- 
erally are restricted to such quantities 
as are needed for current necessities, 
and consequently the situation presents 
a rather tame appearance. Sales are 
conducted on the basis of 4@6%c., ac-

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Cottonseed Products in Mexico, 


Special Agent Arthur B, Butman, writ- 
ing from Mexico City, describing the va- 
rious branches of the cotton-textile indus- 
try in the Mexican Republic, says, among 
other things, that cottonseed products in 
that country are becoming more and more 
a commercial proposition. Many manu- 
factories exist in various sections of the 
republic where the cottonseed is used; the 
chief products of which are soap, glyce- 
rine, cottonseed oil, cottonseed meal and 
cottonseed meal cakes. The cottonseed 
meal is used, as in other countries, as a 
food for fattening stock for market. 

At Gomez Palacio, in the State of Du- 
rango, is situated the largest factory using 
cottonseed in Mexico; soap, glycerine and 
coitonseed oil being here manufactured in 
large quantities. Such factories, of more 
or less importance, are found in many sec- 
tions of Mexico, and the rapidly growing 
industry is fast becoming a prominent 
one,

Concerning Oil of Nutmeg. 


A correspondent of the Oil and Colour 
Trades Journal, London, writes that Pow- 
er and Salnay have recently carried out 
an elaborate investigation on the essential 
oil of nutmegs, the results of which were 
communicated to the last meeting of the 
Chemical Society. The oil was obtained to 
the extent of 6.94 per cent, of the nutmegs 
distilled, and had a specific gravity of 
0.8690, optical rotation + 38 deg. 4 min., 
acid value 0.81, ester value 3.15. The oil 
from which terpenes had been removed 
had a specific gravity 1.102 at 2 deg., 
optical rotation + 1 deg. 17 min., saponifi- 
cation value 6.10, The _ investigation 
showed that the oil contains the following 
substances:—(1) Eugenol; (2) iso-eugenol 
(about 0.2 per cent.); (3) dextro-pinene; (4) 
dextro-campnene (about 80 per cent.); (5) 
dipentene (about 8 per cent.); (6) dextro- 
linalol; (7) dextro-borneol; (8) inactive 
terpineol; (9) geraniol (about 6 per cent.); 
(10) a new alcohol, yielding on oxidation 
a diketone of the formula CsH,,O.: (11) 
traces of an aldehyde resembling, but not 
identical with, citral; (2) safrol; (13) 
myristicin (about 4 per cent.) of the for- 
mula C,,HyO,; (4) myristic acid; (15) 
formic, acetic, butyric, and octoic acids, 
together with a new acid of the formula 
CyHyOs. The so-called myristicol is 
found to be a mixture of alcohols, of 
which terpineol appears to be the prin- 
cipal constituent.

Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Review of Mid-Continent 
Petroleum Field. 


Independence, Kan., March 2, 1908. 

During the month of February there were 176 
wells drffled in the mid-continent field; 121 
were successful oll wells, 31 were gassers and 
24 were failures, finding neither oll or gas in 
paying quantities The new production of the 
121 oil wells, as estimated for the first 30 days, 
was 7,435 barrels a day, or an average of 61.4 
barrels the well. The average of January 
wells was 53.8 barrels. 

Compared with the January report these fig- 
ures show a decrease at every point, as fol- 
lows:—Decrease of 82 wells drilled, 48 pro 
ducers, 15 gassers, 19 failures and 2,665 barrele 
new production, 

It is interesting to note the downward course 
cf the field work since last October. Here are 
the figures, based upon the work down in the 
entire mid-continent field:—

With the exception of February, 1905, when 
the thermometer went down to 20 degrees below 
zero and the Kansas Legislature was passing 
its famous legislation, February, 1908, com- 
pleted a less number of wells in the mid- 
continent field than any other month since 1903. 
The two low months were nearly a standoff, 
1905 having 167 to her credit and 1908 176. It 
is probable the low record mark for the present 
has been reached. On February 1 there were 
160 rigs and drilling wells in the entire field, 
while on March 1 there were 189, with the 
prospect of considerable work in the Bald Hill 
district. Each of the big divisions of the field 
shows a slight improvement over a month ago. 
The oil is not being taken from the Glenn pool 
or the shallow sand district to more than 50 
per cent., and there is no explanation for a 
resumption of work. March, at the end, may 
not show an increase over the last month. 

In Kansas in February there were 31 com- 
pletions, a decrease of 17. All of these were 
for gas except two in Chautauqua county. 
Most of the work in the northern division is 
in Neosho county, with Allen and Wilson next 
in line. Some big gassers, gauging as high 
as forty million feet are being found. A _ con- 
siderable gas district is being developed be- 
tween Iola and Savonburg. There were 16 
rigs up and drilling wells in Kansas on 
March 1. 

In Oklahoma, or the southern division of the 
field, there were drilled 145 wells during the 
month, of which 119 were oil producing wells, 
9 were gassers and 17 were failures. The new 
production was estimated at 7,405 barrels. This 
was a decrease of 65 wells drilled, 45 pro- 
ducers, 7 gassers, 13 failures and 2,600 barrels 
new production. The average of the February 
wells was 62.2 barrels, as compared with 61 
barrels for January wells. On March 1 there 
were 173 rigs and drilling wells in Oklahoma. 

There were 7 wells drilled in the Osage in 
February with a loss of 495 barrels new pro- 
duction, accounted for by the fact that there 
were no big gushers drilled last month as 
there were the month before. 

The Cherokee fell off considerably in the 
short month, ending with 93 completions, a 
loss of 32 as compared with January. There 
were 83 producers, 3 gassers, 7 failures and 
4,240 barrels new production, a decrease of 21 
producers, 2 gassers, 9 failures and 585 barrels 
new production. The work was divided be- 
tween the deep and shallow districts as fol- 
lows:—

On March 1 there were 61 rigs and drilling 
wells in the Cherokee, a considerable increase 
over @ month ago. 

The Glenn pool and the Creek nation had 42 
wells drilled to their credit in February, a 
lecrease of 26 compared with January. There 
were 3O producers, 5 gasser, 7 failures and 
2.810 barrels new production. This was a 
decrease of 17 producers, 42 gassers, 59 fail- 
ures and 2,520 barrels new production. On 
March 1 there were 98 rigs and drilling wells 
in the Creek, compared with 85 a month ago. 
The chief interest in the entire field just now 
is centered in the Creek nation around Bald 
Hill. Bald Hill is an extension of the Morris 
pool, and is about 16 miles southeast of the 
Glenn pool. It will be remembered that some 
big wells were drilled at Morris, and there was 
a rush a few months ago for leases, some large 
and faney bonuses being paid. The sand was 
shallow, and the oil soon became exhausted. 
In reaching out to find an extension of the pool 
and possibly a better staying sand the Bald 
Hill pool was discovered. The first two or 
three wells showed a large amount of gas and 
finally a good producer was drilled A week 
ago the Big Roesser well was drilled, but 
already it has begun to show salt water and 
there is considerable question as to the extent 
or value of the Bald Hiil district. Oil men 
generally, but with no unkindness to those 
involved, are praying that a big pool will not 
be opened. It would set the field back a year, 
so far as an advance in the market is con- 
cerned. There is a general feeling that if the 
present shutdown continues a few months 
longer it will result in much good to the field. 

There were several interesting developments 
in the Bald Hill district after the report here- 
with presented was closed. The test of the 
Okmulgee Coal Company in 18-13-14, at 2,100 
feet began flowing gas etrongly and spraying 
some oil. The Galbreath & Chesley well on 
the Martin in 20-15-14, which had been delayed 
for some time by a crooked hole, struck the 
sand and made a flow over the derrick. The 
second well on the Hillman lease of Caton, 
Burns & Beal in 6-14-14, found the sand and a 
large flow of gas estimated at 8,000,000 feet. 
It is spraying some oil. There are eight new 
wells starting in the pool, one of them four 
miles west of Bald Hill. The next six weeks 
should go far toward determining the extent of 
the field.

rest 
is now very quiet in the shal- 
low sand district, most of the work being at 
Delaware. There are a number of scattering 
test wells in the far southern part of the fleld 
which might at any time open a new district, 
but none of them appears very encouraging at 
this time. 

The most important event of the month of 
February was the meeting of ofl men at Tulsa 
February 29. This was the largest meeting in 
many respects ever held in the mid-continent 


field; that is, the field was more generally 
represented and more prominent operators were 
present, though the attendance was no larger 
than at the meeting held in this city, when 
Governor Hoch, Congressman Campbell and 
!da Tarbell were here. The meeting concluded 
with a banquet. Governor Haskell and Indian 
Agent Kelsey and several other prominent offi- 
cials were present. ‘Resolutions were adopted 
seeking relief from the Interior Department 
and asking certain legislation from the State 
of Oklahoma. Every appeal to Mr. Garfield 
has been met with cold indifference and with- 
out relief. A resolution again asking him to 
modify his rulings so that more pipe lines 
could be built was voted down, and a resolu- 
tion adopted to pass over the head of the Sec- 
retary and go to Congress for a law to permit 
the building of pipe lines. <A fund of several 
thousand dollars was raised to carry on the 
work at Washington, a number of producers 
subscribing $1,000 each. For once Republicans, 
Democrats, Standard and anti-Standard Oil 
operators stood as a single man for relief from 
the government and all shared the same feeling 
toward the Department of the Interior. If 
there has ever been any doubt in the mind of 
Secretary Garfield as ‘o the fairness of his 
position or the feeling of the people of the 
mid-continent oil field there should be none 
now. Governor Haskell spoke very fairly and 
declared it was not the intention or desire of 
Oklahoma to exterminate the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company. All they wished was to control 
the situation. He spoke in highest terms of 
the vast assistance the corporation had been 
in building up Oklahoma.

Though the outward attitude of many 
of the large distributors has been to- 
ward a firm maintenance of values, 
they have found it a difficult matter 
in the face of the constant under sell- 
ing of those not so inclined. Sentiment 
which had been fixed for lower values, 
has gradually made headway until the 
submission has become quite general. 
The argument of sellers’ that consum- 
ers could not be tempted even at los- 
ing prices has proven true. The re- 
duction on practically all ammoniates 
appears to be no inducement to trad- 
ing, business having shown little im- 
provement in the interval. Sulphate 
of ammonia is one of the items that 
shows a fair degree of stability. Fish 
scrap is listed lower on all sorts; 
tankage 11 and 15 per cent. is off 10 
points more, and 6 and 25 per cent. 
is also a trifle easier. Garbage tank- 
age shows a material loss; hoof meal 


is down 10 points, and high grade 
dried blood 5 points. Nitrate of soda 
is easier and irregular. The weak 


tendency of acid phosphate is portray- 
ed in quotations 10 points under last, 
and Florida phosphate land pebble is 
again quoted lower f. o. b. Port Tampa. 
Potashes bave attracted more atten- 
tion, and pyrites remain featurless.

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—For- 
eign brands are described as stronger 
by some dealers, but this view is not 
universally shared. The demand 
abroad is reported as_ sufficiently 
heavy to prevent any accumulation of 
stocks, but forward interest is of no 
consequence. Prices quoting here for 
foreign spot are $3.024%@3.05, with sup- 
plies none too plentiful; futures, $3.05 
@3.07%; domestic spot, $3.024%2@3.05, and 
future, $3.05@3.07%. 

DRIED BLOOD.—Consumers are fill- 
ing only present requirements, whic 
brings the demand within a very limit- 
ed compass. The drop noted last week 
has been followed with a further re- 
duction, and the weak position of sell- 


ers, both in the West and East, has 
opened exceptional opportunities to 
buyers. The list as now quoted shows 


a falling off of 5 points on high grade 
description to $2.30@2.35 f. o. b. Chica- 
go; 12 and 13 per cent. ammonia f. o. b. 
New York is held at $2.50@2.60. 

FISH SCRAP.—New business is 
light, and only for small lots, the gen- 
eral trade continuing along conserva- 
tive lines. All fish products for ferti- 
lizer manufacture have fallen off, and 
though price cutting has been appar- 
ent for some time past the announce- 
ment of lower rates for publication 
discloses the change in sentiment 
among large distributors, whose efforts 
were directed toward a maintenance 
of values. Quotations now ruling 
are:—$2.50 and 10c. for dried, 11 per 
cent. ammonia and 14 per cent, bone 
phosphate; wet acidulated, 6 per cent, 
ammonia and 3 per cent. phosphate, 
$2.10 and 10c., and ground fish guano 
imported, 10 and 11 per cent. ammonia, 
and 15@17 per cent. bone phosphate, 
$2.95 and 10c. 

MEALS AND SHEEP 
In line with the policy of reduction 
practiced throughout the fertilizer 
trade, but particularly in the abbatoir 
ammoniates, values have eased off here 
to a considerable extent. Hoofmeal 
is down 10 points per unit to $2.20@ 
2.25 f. o. b. Chicago. Concentrated 
sheep manure, however, is well sus- 
tained in view of the orders covering 
the output some little time in advance. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The market 
continues to carry a downward ten- 
dency and the situation has been fur- 
ther disturbed by the threatened labor 
difficulties in the mining districts. 
Large manufacturers of powder are 
holding off and practically nothing 
worth while can be done with this 
branch of the trade. The fertilizer 
people, though taking over moderate 
quantities, are far behind the season- 
able average. The outlook is not par- 
ticularly promising just at this time 
and values vary according to seller and 
position. Quotations submitted by most 
spot dealers are $2.40@2.42% prompt 
delivery at New York, and $2.45% for 
April arrival. For March arrival there 
are due at New York, Baltimore and 
Charleston five vessels with a total 
tonnage of 20,300; for April three ves- 
sals, tonnage 16,000; May, five vessels, 
tonnage 24,500, and June, six vessels, 
30,000. The total sailed is 36,300 tons 
and chartered 54,300 tons or 90,800 tons 
for arrival. 

PYRITES.—The market continues 
quiet so far as new business is con- 
cerned, though deliveries are moving 
regularly on contract. Lack of con- 
suming interest has left the situation 
barren of feature, with the nominal 
prices last quoted still ruling as fol- 
lows:—Spanish crude, unwashed fines, 
per unit, averaging 48 to 52 per cent.

No significant features were de- 
veloped in the interval, but steadiness 
was perhaps more apparent than dur- 
ing the preceding week. Price cut- 
ting was evident in a few instances, 
fractional concessions being granted 
among sellers of the more important 
items. In this respect egg albumen 
still suffers to some extent, surplus 
holders underselling the market from 
two to three cents per pound. The 
antimony situation is dull and irreg- 
ular. Small lots of aniline salts have 
been knocked off to 9%c. The new 
prices on bichloride of tin, which 
scored an advance, came to hand too 
late for insertion in last week’s issue. 
Tin crystals, however, were not cor- 
respondingly affected, remaining at 
the former figures. Dextrines continue 
firm; also starch, in sympathy with the 
raw products. Gambier is subject to 
divergent views among sellers, espe- 
cially April arrival. Myrobolanes have 
come in freely for local account, but 
are quotably unaltered. Sumac is 
strong on spot, and zinc dust is off 
an ke. on moderate to large lots. 

ALBUMEN.—Domestic business has 
been of a restricted character, with 
the consequent irregularity attendant 
upon the liberal spot supplies. The 
inside prices of most sellers are now 
centering on 55c. for egg albumen, and 
up to 65c., according to quantity, qual- 
ity and seller. Blood attracts little 
attention, and remains more or less 
nominal at 22@28c. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—The ef- 
fect of underselling has lately been felt 
in a limited way, though values in 
general record no change. Salts are 
offered in small lots as low as 9%c. 
Large distributers, however, are main- 
taining the old rates of 10@10.10c. Oil 
for prompt delivery is named at 114 
@12c. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—As to price an- 
timony salt is steady, but demand is 
still of slight importance and along 
routine lines. The market for the basic 
metal both here and abroad is quiet 
and featureless. The quotations set 
out by spot sellers are as follows:—11% 
@l3c. for 47 per cent.; 13%@li5c. for 65 
per cent., and 15%@lic. for 75 per cent., 
depending on quantity. 

BICHROMATES.—Demand for bi- 
chromates continues to be of meager 
proportions, consumers buying sparing- 
ly for immediate requirements. Reports 
from abroad describe a slow movement, 
with no alteration in values. For 
moderate to heavy quantities the list 
prices can be given at 7%@7%c. for 
soda. Potash is quoted at 8%@Jc. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—The change 
announced late last week was not 
made known in time for publication in 
the preceding issue. The advance, 
however, has been ineffective in alter- 
ing the spot situation to any extent, 
trade passing principally on a jobbing 
basis outside of regular contract with- 
drawals. For prompt 9%c. is asked 
for 50 degree. 

COCHINEAL.—Trade in cochineal is 
slow and arrivals light, leaving the 
situation practically as last presented. 
Values, however, have shown no al- 
teration and while somewhat irregu- 
lar are generally held at the levels 
previously described. Prices ruling 
here are 41@42c. for rosy black; 4@ 
44c. for black and 44@47c. for silver. 

CUTCH.—Transactions continue on a 
very small scale with deliveries mostly 
for ‘buyers’ immediate requirements. 
Supplies are adequate for any moder- 
ate demand, being enlarged during the 
week by the arrival of 1,204 bags and 
125 boxes per steamer Celtic from Liv- 
erpool, for local account. List quota- 
tions are given as formerly at 4@bc. 
for mat, 4%c. for boxes, and 74%@9c. 
for slabs. 

DEXTRINE.—There is no change to 
report in this department. Potato and 
corn dextrine continue to move stead- 
ily within limited bounds. Raw prod- 
ucts are firmly held both in domestic 
and foreign markets, sustaining values 
on dextrines and allowing for no re- 
ductions from the old figures of 6@7c. 
for imported potato, 5@6c. for domes- 
tic, and corn, $2.88@2.95, with British 
gum named at $3.37@3.58, depending 
on package and quantity. 

GAMBIER.—Some inquiry has been 
experienced, but has seldom developed 
into actual business, the slow demand 
and continued easiness in prices be- 
ing the dominating features of the 
market, The forward positions in par- 
ticular are neglected and March-April 
arrival could probably be done a shade 
less than current quotations of $3.90.

Barbourville, Ky., March 


Activity continues at a low ebb in the Ken- 
tucky-Tennessee petroleum fields, the operator 
generally playing a waiting game. Conditions 
now in all the fields are very bad for oper- 
ating, the roads being almost impassable as 
a result of heavy snows and rain, and except 
in a few instances where it is not necessary 
to transport machinery over a great distance, 
operators are not endeavoring to plant new 
drills, preferring to await a more favorable 
season.

their appearance in Wayne. A new oller in 
Wayne does 30 barrels daily, two others doing 
5 barrels each. The record was somewhat 
offset by the appearance of a brace of dusters 
in the lower end.

Ol & Gas Company, the producing branch of 
the Standard Oil Company in Kentucky. The 
New Domain has secured several hundred 
acres of leases in Daviss County, but has 
made no arrangements for test drilling. Be- 
sides the territory under lease in Daviss and 
Union scattered leases have been recorded 
over a wide area from the Ohio river to the 
Tennessee line. 

While Wolfe and Wayne 
developed area of Kentucky, contain about the 
only work of interest, Pennsylvania operators 
are making locations in Knox and Whitley 
counties, in southeastern Kentucky, this week, 
and new work is in sight for that end of the 
State. A rig is up in the Corbin neighbor- 
hood of Whitley, and in the Cumberland river 
section of Knox a new test will shortly be 
started.

February developed into a light month for 
operations in the eastern fields, covering all 
petroleum producing regions east of the Missis- 
sippi River. The month's work brings out only 
542 completed wells, of which 128 were dry 
holes and gas wells, and a new production of 
but 6,867 barrels, while the flelds west of the 
river comprising Oklahoma, Kansas and north- 
ern Texas are credited with but 211 wells and 
61 dry holes and gas wells, they have a new 
production of 17,672 barrels, or nearly as much 
production as the entire eastern fields. The 
Pennsylvania regions, comprising Pennsylva- 
nia, southeastern Ohio and West Virginia for 
February had 321 wells, 87 dry holes and gas 
wells and a new production of 3,041 barrels, 
while the middle section, comprising Indiana, 
Illinois, Kentucky and northwestern Ohio. are 
credited with 22] wells, 38 dry holes or gas 
wells and a new production of 3,831 barrels. 

Weather conditions are against active opera- 
tions just now in all of the eastern fields and 
the trade figures that but little work can be 
accomplished until about May, when it is 
rumored from authentic sources that there will 
be a real active season start in. Pipe line 
facilities are much better in the Illinois field

than at any previous time, and that will ma- 
terially help along the case to a considerable 
extent, and again there will be a lot of wild 
cat work under way early in Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio and Kentucky, which may compel the 
pipe lines to make large extensions from the 
present pipe line system over the four States. 
Unless new pools are opened up in the oil 
fields of Illinois that will develop some gushers 
there will be a scarcity of gushers in the State 
during 1908, as the late wells do not show 
the gusher habit like some of the wells of the 
past year.

Illinois Petroleum Developments, 
Marshall, Ill, March 4, 1908. 


While operations on the wane in the 
Illinois petroleum fields, due to bad roads and 
weather conditions, it gives the idle oil man 
an opportunity to study the ups and downs of 
the industry in the State and plenty of time 
to gain some geological information. Here- 
tofore the oil trade has banked much on the 
deformation lines of geology, and no doubt the 
coming season a few oil men will work on 
those lines in hopes of finding new and pro- 
lific petroleum deposits. There are at least, 
according to geologists, six distinct lines of 
structural deformation of the strata that may 
be clearly recognized within the State. This 
deformation is exhibited in the slight folding 
and faulting of the strata. All of these lines 
have a northwest-southeast trend, although 
three are more clearly east and west than 
the others and most of them are within the 
southern half of the State. 

The northernmost of these deformation lines, 
and the one figured on mostly by some people, 
and the most important deformation line 
crosses the Illinois-Wisconsin boundary’ in 
Stephenson county, Illinois, and continues with 
a direction of about twenty-three degrees east 
of south, crossing the Rock River at Grand 
Detour. and the Illinois River between La- 
Salle and Attica, and continues through the 
State until it strikes the Wabash River in 
the southeastern section of the State, between 
St. Francisville and Mount Carmel, in the 
southern part of Lawrence county, thence 
across hte Wabash River into Indiana. 

The present oil field as developed in Law- 
rence, Clark, Crawford and Cumberland coun- 
ties follow very closely this deformation line 
as far north as Westfield, in Clark county, 
where developments appear to show an end, 
and the same deformation line has been tested 
for many miles to the northwest, but nothing 
but failures have been recorded in every in- 
stance. Now the theory is that it will be on a 
north line bearing a little to the east of north. 
North of the Casey field, between Casey and 
Chicago, but over the State line in Jasper 
county, Indiana, there is a shallow sand field, 
where some several hundred wells were drilled 
along about 1896. The wells were light pro- 
ducers, although some were drilled that pro- 
duced better than a hundred barrels a day. 
An attempt will soon be made to develop some 
of the territory between the Casey field and the 
Jasper county development. The chances are 
favorable for the finding of crude in most any 
of the counties between Casey and Chicago. 

The finding of crude petroleum is not new by) 
any means in Illinois. Away back in 1853 two 
wells were drilled near Champaign, in Cham- 
paign county, nearly direct north from the 
Casey field, but the result of the drill was 
only marsh gas. A few years later a test 
was drilled near the hamlet of Lowell, in La 
Salle county, west of Joliet, and indications 
of crude were found, but in small quantities. 
During the early ‘“‘sixties,"’ when the first 
oil excitement was spread over Pennsylvania 
and southeastern Ohio, about eleven test 
wells were drilled in what is now the Casey- 
Westfield field, on Parker prairie, in Clark 
county, at what was then named Oil Fields. 
The first of these wells was drilled on the 
T. R. Young farm, just north of Oil Fields 
station, on the C., H. & D. Railroad. This 
venture was put down by Chicago parties, and 
slight indications of both oil and gas were 
found, and a real oil boom was then on that 
amounted to practically nothing only burning 
up some money. Some of these wells were 
being drilled in 1865, and six of them were 
located on the Young, Robinson, Williams, Dr. 
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Brisco and John Brisco farms, all in Parker 
township, and one of Blue Island, in Westfield 
township. In those days no pipe was used, 
and the water hindered the production of oil, 
and the result was that the drillers became dis- 
couraged and the attempt was abandoned. 
Enough oil was found in the vicinity to give 
the name Oil Fields to the hamlet which 
sprang up during this early excitement, The 
name, together with the stories of the older 
inhabitants, finally led to renewed drilling in 
1904, which opened up the present active and 
productive Illinois oil field. This late de- 
velopment was the work of J. J. Hoblitzel & 
Son, of Pittsburgh, Pa., who were induced to 
make a test by Col. L. D. Carter, of Oakland, 
Illinois, Up .to 1904 six test wells were 
drilled in Crawford county, but were listed 
as worthless. In the Sparta field in Randolph 
county, from 1888 to 1905, twenty-two test 
wells were drilled and during 1889 the gas 
output was estimated at 120,000,000 cubic feet. 
Oil was found at Litchfield, Montgomery coun- 
ty, fifty miles east of St. Louis, in 1886, 3 
well as gas in small quantity, at about 670 
feet. This crude is a natural lubricant, Up 
to 1888 about thirty wells were drilled near 
Pittsfield, in Pike county, north of St. Louis, 
and gas in plenty for light and heat was 
found at about 180 feet, and some of the 
wells are still being utilized by the farmers 
for the lighting and heating of their farm 
residences. This is indication sufficient for 
some active wildcatter to venture there for a 
few oil tests, as oil and gas are usually found 
in close proximity to each other. 

Wabash county to the south of the 
Lawrence county deep sand field, is now at- 
tracting the attention of the trade, and at- 
tempts will be made to extend the present pro- 
ducing area in that direction. Many tests will 
be put down during the summer months along 
the Wabash River, on both the Illinois and 
Indiana sides. Large blocks of territory have 
been held under lease in Edwards, Wabash, 
Saline, Gallatin, Hamilton, Williamson and 
other southern Illinois counties for several 
months, and some tests must soon begin or 
heavy rentals must be paid out. That means 
a large outlay of cash at even $1 per acre as 
annual rental. 

Development work in fleld dur. 
ing February was at low ebb, according to 
the statistics for the month, as only 157 
wells were drilled in, of which twenty-two 
were dry holes and gas wells, the producing 
wells having a rew daily production of only 
3,329 barrels. This is nearly a half less than 
were drilled in January, but the slackness 
of the drill was due mostly to the bad weather 
conditions and the muddy highways At the 
close of February there were drilling wells 
and rigs up, which indicates with fair weather 
conditions, that the real activity will be seen 
before the close of March. Many large deals 
in production and leases are under way and 
the coming season will show a big change 
in ownership of Illinois producing property in 
the leading producing centers of the State.
